existence the Chinese themselves were 
ignorant until within the last few days, 
and of which there is no record what- 
ever at the French Consulate-General 
puts the Ningpo Joss-House affair in 
‘an entirely new light; and we may 
take it as practically certain now that, 
subject to the enforcement of the sani- 
tary precautions with which the French 
Municipality cannot dispense, the Trus- 
tees of the Ningpo Joss-House will be 
allowed to retain their properties. 
‘When the Chinese claimed that they 
\had ao agreement with a former French 
Consul-General guarauteeing them un- 
disturbed possession of the Ningpo 
Joss-House properties, they and the 
French authorities alike believed. that 
the agreement referred to was that 
made by M. Godeaux at the time of the 
1874 riot, as to which we wrote on the 
20th ult. that as“ practical men we put’ 
on one side the document signed by 
M. Godeaux, whose natural imbecility 
was increased by the state of abject 
terror and dread of responsibility he 
was in twenty-four years ago.” But 
it has now come to light that fqur 
years afterwards, ie, in 1878, when 
M. G. Lemaire was Acting French

Presuming this document to be 
genuine, and we believe its authenticity 
is accepted although there is no trace 
of it in: the-French- Consuler archives, 
thongh possibly. allusions to it. might 
be found if the“ Freuch Council's 
minutes of 1878 were carefully “éxam- 
ined, the dispute is finished. We do 
not imagine that the Count de Bezaure 
would even wish to go behind an 
agreement made by the French Minister 
and the ''sungli Yamén. Bat. we, be- 
lieve we can go’ farther than. this,” we 
can say: thit the whole dispute was on 
the point of being settled satisfactorily 
to both parties before this momeutons 
document was found, and that its public- 
ation is actually inopportune, instead 
of being timely, as it may result in, the 
dispute being remitted to Peking, in- 
stead of being settled here. It is 
ominous to remember that in Peking it’ 
took four years—from 1874 to 1878— 
to settle up the former riot, and in 
twenty years the settlement was entire- 
ly forgotten, Iu the North-China 
Herald of the 17th of August, 1878, we 
find the following cursory reference to 
this settlement: “It bas been pretty 
freely ramonred during the week that 
the residents and property owners on 
the French Concession are ahant to he 
recompensed for the losses they sus- 
tained daring the riot of May ..1874. 
From what source the money is to 
come, we have not heard.” “ 

As Mr. Drummond says: “The in- 
cident has been deplorable from the 
first;” butit need never have proceeded 
to the extremities it has doue if Tsai 
‘Paotai had listened to the. excellent 
advice that was given him, and had 
consented promptly to the amicable 
arrangemeut with the French Consut- 
General that was propose: to bim.

A Korrercattox has beon issued by Capt. 
King Hall, R.N., and Mr. Consul Hopkins, 
Commissioners “for Weihaiwei, that no 
sales of land on the island of Livkungtao 
or within the Inner Zone on the Mainland, 
made since the 24th of May last, will be 
recognised as legal, until it hax been 
referred to the British Commissioner or 
Administrator for approval. 

A recext visitor to the new German 
station at Kinochou Bay is dolighted with 
it as a future watering-place, a commercial 
port, and a naval station. ‘The coal found 
in the vicinity has been tried and found 
equal to Cardiff, and no-one, he learns, is 
more delighted with this German acquisi- 
tion than Prince Henry of Prussin.

Taras has waived her claim to separate 
concessions in the new ports opened volun- 
tarily by China. 

Mr. ©. Talbot Bowring left. on Sunday 
for Ichang to assume the post of Acting 
Commissioner of Customs. 

Mr. F. S.A. Bourse, Assistant Judge 
and Consul, arrived at Shanghai by the 
Empress of China on Saturday. 

Mr. H. E. Fouronp is transferred to 
Peking as Chineso Secretary of the 
British Legation, and is succeeded here 
by Mr. W. P. Ker from Soochow. 

‘Tauneis no doubt that Mr. J.S. Fearon, 
who left us in the Belgic on Saturday, will 
bo very much missed. He has made a most 
able, energetic, and painstaking Chairman 
of the Council, ‘ready to listen to advice, 
but at the same time decided in his views, 
and his return in a few months’ time 
will be cordially welcomed. 

Do Mr. Curzon and Sir Claude Mac- 
donald really believe that Russia has no 
interest in the Hankow-Peking Railway? 
To think so would bo an insult to their 
intelligence, but if Mr. Curzon does not 
believe it, why does he want to make the 
House of Commons believe it? Is the 
‘Foreign Office content te drift again, as it 
did over Port Arthur? We trust that the 
China Association will take note of the 
Reuter’s telegram that we ‘publish this 
morning, and will send a message to Mr. 
Gundry that will enable him to place the 
truth at least before those who care to 
now it. 

Iris cheering to know that the new teas 
ex Oanfa from Hankow are solling readily 
in London at profits ranging from 1d. to 4d. 
per pound. : 
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We have already mentioned that the 
Russo-Chinese Bank is opening a bran 
in Yokohama. We are now informed that 
it is to begin business on the 2nd inst. 

‘Tarre were 36 ratepayers present at 
the meeting at the French Municipal Hall 
on Fridsy, representing 74 votes. The 
meeting was opened by the French Consul- 
General, the Count de Bezaure, who was 
in the chair, and who explained the pro- 
position to adopt Wharfage Dues on the 

'rench Concession. M. Bard, the Chair- 
aan of the French Council, moved the 
adoption of Wharfage Dues, and no-one 
speaking on the other side, a vote was 
taken by show of hsnds. It being difticult 
to'make an accurate count, a poll was 
taken, with the result that the motion was 
carried by 54 votes to 20. This concluded 
the business of the meeting. 

A commission to take evidence in the 
matter of the recent collision in the 
‘Yangtze between the French cruiser Jean 
Bart and the sailing vessel Helen Brewer 
held its first sitting at the French Consul- 
ate-General on Saturday. Of course, no- 
‘one hero has any authority to try the case

The judicial 
system shall be reformed, the principal 
functions being intrusted at first to Eur- 
opeans. ‘The new Government shall pro- 
claim the liberty of the Press, the right of 
holding public meetings, religious tolera- 
tion, a the abolition and expulsion of 
the tyrannical religious orders which have 
taken possession of all branches of the ad- 
ministration. The resources of the country 
shall be developed ‘by the construction of

Owing to the. persistent over-production 
of the bleached goods mauufacturers, the 
prospect is for a further depression in 
that variety of cotton goods. Evidently New 
England makers of cotton goods have not 
suffered enough from competition and low 
prices to induce them to get together and 
restrict production so as to permit of a 
legitimate advance in quotations. Recent 
reports on the New England cotton goods 
industry, however, declare, without quali- 
fication, that one of the most important 
factors in producing the present deplorable 
situation in that industry is the persistent 
use there of relatively antiquated or in- 
efficient machinery. 

‘Tue following obituary notice of Edward 
Reményi is from the Times:— 

Edward Reményi, whose sudden death 
while giving a recital at the Orpheus 
Theatre, San Francisco, has already been 
apnounced in the Times, was a musician 
who had had somewhat remarkable 
career. Of Hungarian nationality, he was 
born at Heves in 1830. His father’s name 
was Hoffman, but the son, probably for 
professional purposes, rejected this homely 
patronymic at a comparatively early age 
and assumed that of Reményi, by which he 
was henceforth always known. He was 
something of an infant prodigy, his mu- 
sical abilities asserting themselves before 
he reached his teens. At theage of 12 he was 
studying under Bohm at Vienna, where he 
had as fellow pupil Joachim.’ Like so 
many youthful and enthusiastic Hun- 
gatians, Reményi was attracted to the 
revolutionary movement of 1848. H+ was, 
indeed, an active participator in it, serving 
as one of the officers of General Gérgey. 
‘As a result he found it necessary to leave 
his own country, aud he proceeded to the 
United States, where he continued the 
practice of his profession as a violinist, and 
where, young as he was—for he was then 
but just turned 20—he succeeded in making 
a reputation for himself. In 1854 he came 
to this country. His appearances in London 
attracted considerable notice at the time, 
and he was appointed violinist to the Queen, 
This was followed soon afterwards by a 
graceful act on the part of the Austrian 
Emperor, who, overlooking Reményi's par- 
ticipation in the revolt of 1848, made him 
violinist to the King of Hungary. Retura- 
ing to London in 1877, Reményi played at 
the Crystal Palace, and the following year 




















he was one of the attractions ‘at the pro- 
menade concerts at Covent Garden pro- 
moted by the Messrs. Gatti. Reményi was 
fond of travel, and his musical attainments 
enabled him to indulge this passion to an 
extent permitted to few men. According to 
his own statement, he had played in every 
coutry in the world with the solitary excep- 
tion of South America, and had been the 
hero of many strange adventures. Ono of 
these included his shipwreck on the Sand- 
wich Islands, an event which led to his 
being enabled to enjoy the somewhat rare 
experience of reading an account of his 
own life in the prematurely published 
obituary notices. In the course of his 
travels he gathered together something 
Jike 50 old violins, of which he brought 
from South Africa no fewer than 30 ; these 
he said had formerly belonged to the 
Huguenots who after the revocation of the 
Edict of Nantes, proceeded to Holland, 
whence they were banished to South Africa 
by the Dutch Govornment. Reményi, he- 
sides beiug an executant, was also a com- 
poser of some metit, is Hungarian 
Melodies enjoying considerable popularity. 

Tue N.Y. Life says in its issue of the 
2nd of June :— 

No man of his yenerution had better 
reason to be sat i tw die than Glud- 
stone. He was born with a wonderful 
endowment ; he made the most of all he 
had ; he devoted his powers to the service 
of mankind, and now that he has gone he 
has not left his peer on earth.

THE AMERICAN ASIATIC 
ASSOCIATION. 

27th July. 

We learn with great pleasure from the 
New York Weekly Journal of Commerce 
of the 20th of June, that the American 
Asiatic Association, the idea of which 
was first suggested by the Journal of| 
Commerce, and was energetically taken 
» by lending business men in New 

‘ork connected with the trade with the 
Far East, was formally constituted on the 
19th of Jane. This constitution is the 
production of a Committee elected some 
months ago, intended to specially 
charge itself with the protection of 
American rights in China. “ ‘The first 
result of the labours of the Committee,” 
the Journal of Commerce says, “ was 
the preparation of a petition, which, 
bearing the names of some seventy 
representative firms here and elsewhere, 
was presented to the Chamber of Com- 
merce Committee on Foreign. Commerce 
and the Revenne Laws on the 28th of 
Tanuary last, Favourable action was 
taken on the petition, and at the regu- 
lar monthly meeting of the Chamber 
held on February the 3rd Mr. 
Gustav H, Schwab, as Chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Commerce and 
the Revenue Laws, submitted 2 report 
and memorial on the subject in ques+ 
tion, ‘'he memorial set forth that in 
view of the changes threatening the 
future development of the United 
States trade in China, the Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York 
respectfully and earnestly urge that 
such proper steps be taken as might 
commend themselves to the wisdom of 
the President for the prompt and 
eneryetic defence of the existing treaty 
rights of ‘our citizens in China and for 
the protection and preservation of their | 
important commercial interests in that 
empire. 

‘The President, we learn, respouded 
favourably, and the Chambers of Com- 
merce of Philadelphia and San Fran-; 
cisco were induced to send him) 
similar memorials. Meanwhile it was | 
determined to transform the Com- 
mittee into a permanent organisa- ! 
tion, the outcome of which was a pro- | 
posed American China aud Japan| 
Association. But the war with Spain} 
and the success of Admiral Dewey | 
eularged the Committee's horizon, and 
it. was finally resolved to take the title: 
of “The American Asiatic Association.” | 
It was to formally constitute this that 
a meeting was held at 59, Wall St.,' 
New York on the’ 19th of June last. i 
“After some minor changes had been | 
made in the Constitution it was formally | 
adopted, and the ticket submitted by | 
the Nominating Committee was. un- 
animonsly -elected. -Article. II..of the} 
Constitution declares the objects and ; 
purposes of the Association to be.as} 
follows :— ! 





“1. To foster and safeguard the trade 
and commercial interests of the citizens 
of the United States, and others as- 
sociated therewith, in the Empires of 
China, Japan, and Corea, the Philippine 
islands, and elsewhere iu Asia or 
Oceania. 

“9. To secure the advantages of 
sustained watchfulness and readiness 
for action which will accrue from united 
and permanent organisation in all 
matters in connection with Asiatic trade 
or legislation or treaties affecting the 
same. 

“3, ‘To provide for convenient ‘as- 
certainment and distribution of informa- 
tion affecting the interests of its 
members, 

“4. Aad generally to promote a 
beneficial acquaintance and association 
of those having interests and pursuits 
in common concerned with such trade 
or commerce.” 

‘The officers elected were Mr, Everett 
Frazar, President; Mr. Samuel D. 
Brewster, Vice-President ; Mr. J. R. 
Patterson, of Fearon, Daniel & Cv. 
‘Treasurer ; and Mr. J. Ford, Secretary. 
‘The Executive Committee includes 
Messrs. Clarence Cary, ‘I’, A. Phelan, 
W. R. Stevens, A. Tilt, Silas D. Webb, 
and Capt. Zaliuski, Among the mem- 
bers, representatives of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Wilmington, Wash- 
ington, D. C., Paterson, N.J., South 
Bethlehem, Pa., and Edge Moor, Del., 
are most of the prominent firms doing 
business with the Far East. 

All Englishmen in the East will 
heartily welcome this new sister to the 
China Association, and hope that it 
will do as good work in the States as 
its elder sister has done in England. 
The New York Journal of Commerce 
has been insisting that the way of 
safety fur the United States in China 
is to join Great Britain and Jupan in 
‘adhering to the “ open door” policy. 
In a leading’ article in its issue of the 
20th of June that paper says :— 

© Exclusion has already begun in the 
North ; it is certainly the purpose of 
Russia to monopolise the construction 
of Manchurian railways aud the develop- 
ment of Manchurian mines. ‘There is 
some apprebension that Germany con- 
templates a similar monopoly of mining 
and railway euterprise in Shantung. Ger- 
many’s views as to general trade are 
more liberal ; but there can hardly be 
a question that preference will be given, 
within a period not longer than it took 
to vary the conditions affecting the 
former ‘Varkish Black Sea port -of 
Batoum, to Russian trade in Northern 
China. What France has done in 
Madagascar and ‘ongking sufficiently 
indicates what she would do, if she had 
the power, in the southera province of 
China which she regards as naturally 
within the sphere of her influence. 

“Of the total of the foreign trade of 
China in 1897, amounting to 366 
millions of Haikuan taels, all bat 60 
millions was done by Great Britain and 
her colouies. and dependencies, the 
United States, and Japan. If commerce 














be accepted as the influence which 
ought to dominate in the settlement of 
the future of China, these Powers 
obviously represeut five-sixths of the 
whole interests involved. On two points, 
at least, these Powers are in substantial 
accord ; one is, that there should be 
no further encroachment on the terri- 
torial integrity of the Chinese Empire, 
and the other that no special or exclu- 
sive privileges should be recognised 
in any portion of the eighteen provinces 
where the sovereignty of the Em- 
pire is still nominally unimpaired.” 
Here the new American Association 
and the China Association can work 
band in hand to keep their respec- 
tive Governments up to the mark, 
As we have said before, the success of 
Admiral Dewey has made the constitu- 
tion of this new Association still more 
desirable than it was before. The re- 
solve of the United States recorded by 
the Journal of Commerce, to hold the 
Philippines permanently, means that 
they also assume to have rights and 
interests in the vast preserves of the 
Celestial Empire. “'Phe American people 
clearly recognise that. their country has 
taken a place amoug the great Powers 
on whom must depend the future of 
all the Asiatic continent and islands 
bordering on the Pacific... ‘The new 
battle-ground of European ambitions 
is Asia, and as to the future of Eastern 
Asia at least, the United States cannot 
afford to be indifferent.” ‘They have 
interests which are .precisely similar to 
those of Great Britain ; the American 
Asiatic Association has been constituted 
to protect those interests, and it will 
doubtless to this end work with and on 
similar lines to our own China As- 
sociation, aud we wish it every success,

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PEACE.

In was with very genuine pleasure that 
the uews was received yesterday after- 
noon that Spain has formally sued for 
peace. Since the destruction of Admiral 
Cervera’s squadron off Santiago, we have 
never doubted that an early peace .was 
certain. It is very gratifying to know 
that the war, which was as inevitable 
as its result was indisputable, will, after 
all, last little more than the three 
months originally fixed for its duration. 
Tt is too soon yet for a complete con- 
sideration of the war and its teachings ; 
all that is open to us now is to con- 
gratulate Spain, the United States, and 
the world at large that Peace is close 
at hand. It could not be made until 
the U.S. troops bad landed on Puerto 
Rico, for the States have determined to 
aunex the island, aud Spain required a 
solid pretext for giving it up. . All 
ahould now go smoothly, for the United 
States may be relied on to be generous 
when the discussion of terms begins, 
aud the gallantry which has been 
shown by the combatants on both 
sides will condone whatever mistakes 
they may have made. 





RAILWAYS AND POLITICS. 
* 28th Juty. 

We are all agreed that railways will be 
an unmixed blessing to China. Here 
is a great country with an immense 
hardworkiug population, comprising 
one-third of the human race, as the 
Spectator is so fond of pointing ont— 
and indeed it is an impres 
ment,—with great possi 
these have to remain possibilities for 
want of means of communication, 
Over and over again we have pointed 
out that the Yangtze Valley alone is 
worth the whole of A! is i 
not merely an epigram, it is a fact; 
yet. the British public and the British 
Government will spend millions on 
building railways in Africa, and are 
absolutely apathetic about railways in 
China, “Chere is plenty of talking about 
railways in China, and when somebody 
talks about financing a railway, every- 
body else tries to head him off, but as 
to actually building one, there is not 
so much anxiety. 

As is well known both here and at 
home, the Hongkong Bauk contracted 
to finance an extension from Shanhai- 
kuan to Newchwang of the only exist- 
ing railway in China, Tustantly the 
Russian Chargé @Afaires writes off 
to the Tsungli Yamén that Russia 
cannot think of allowing this interfer- 
ence with her sphere of influence. We 
do not want to go over again the old 
story of the objection of Russia, France, 
and Germany to Japan’s baving the 
Lisotung Peninsula, nominally because 

. it would enable her to put undesirable 
pressure on Peking, but really because 
Russia wanted it for herself, and France 
was her handmaid, and Germany wanted 
tobe, The end of it is, that Russis 
has got Manchuris, though all she 











professed to want was an ice-free port 
and the right to make a railway'to it. 
Newchwaug is a treaty port, and Eng- 
land and. the United States have large 
commercial interests there, and it does 
seem unreasonable that China should 
not be allowed to borrow the money 
from the Hongkong Bank to make a 
railway that will prevent Newchwang 
being crushed out of existence; but 
the Bear has spoken and we expect to 
hear every day that Lord Salisbury has 
discovered that the Lion must lower 
his tail again and the Bear must have 
his way. And all the time, Russia’ has 
bound herself not to interfere with or 
impair the sovereign rights of the 
Emperor of China in Manchuria. 

‘Then Dr. Yung Wing got a conces- 
sion to build a railway with American 
capital from Paotingfu to Chinkiang, 
which would become part of a fairly 
direct line from Peking to Shanghai. 
"This was, too much for the German 
Minister.” A line from Paotingfu to 
Chinkiaug would pass through western 
Shantung, and the fact that Germany 
successfully “jumped” Kiaochou Bay 
made all Shantuog her sphere of in- 
fluence, and nobody else is to build a 
railway in any part of it, With such 
utter flabbiness did Lord Salisbury fall 
in with this preposterous claim, that he 
spontaneously gave Germany the as- 
surance that Great Britain would never 
connect Weibaiwei with the interior by 
a railway. Now trade will always go to 
a British port if it can, in preference to 
any other; there is not a German 
trader abroad who will not rather do 
business in a British than in a German 
Colony ; in all the German colonies in 
Africa together there are not a 
thousand non-official German settlers ; 
Chinese traders ate already going to 
Weihaiwei, for the security and good 
treatment assured to them under the 
British flag are known all over China, 
but Weihaiwei, owing to Lord Salis- 
bury’s humiliating love of giving him- 
self and his country away, is to remain 
for ever railway-less, unless Germauy 
takes pity on its isolation. 

Nine years ago H. E. Chang Chih- 
tung was sent from Canton to Wuchang 
to build the Great Western Railway 
from Hankow to Peking. A part of it, 
from Peking to Paotingfu, has been 
actually built by Mr. Kinder, the Eng- 
lish engineer whom all the other Powers 
are so anxious to get rid of because 
he works while they talk. He would 
have finished his section of the line, 
to Paotingfu, long before this if he 
could have got the material; but he 
is bound to use the production of Chang 
Chih-tung’s works at Hanyang ; which is 
so bad and comes forward so slowly 
and irregularly that he cannot get on. 
This is not the fault of the: foreigners 
employed at Hanyang, but of the whole 
system on which Chang Chih-tung 
works his industrial enterprises. The 
railway from Paotingfa to Hankow is 
now to be built with money obtained 
from the Russo-Chinese Bank, mas- 
querading as a Belgian Syndicate, and 





whether it is to be a Belgian, or a 
French, or a Russian, or a Chinese 
railway, time will show. 

‘Then France keeps adding to her 
railway concessions. ‘The theory on 
which the French .ara working now is 
that Yunnan, Kueichou, and Szechuan 
are the hinterland of Tongkivg, with 
which they are to be counected by 
railways. _ Szechuan is “a large order,” 
but the “officials ‘there -fail’ so con- 
spicuously in protecting the’ French 
priests and their converts, that France 
will obviously feel bound to step in, 
"Phere is alrendy a French exploring 
expedition with an armed Annamite 
military guard in Szechuan, and another 
in Hunan, through which a French 
railway is to go to meet the Russian 
railway at Hankow in due time. Be- 
sides all these, there is the promised 
German railway from Kinochon Bay. to 
Paotingfu, the short line, for which 
Measrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co, have 
the contract, from Woosung to Nan- 
king, and the possible British railway 
from Kunlon Ferry to ‘l'alifa and the 
Yangtze, for which our Mandalay cor- 
respondent tells us that a comparatively 
easy route has been found. 

‘Pho worst of most of these railways 
is, that if they are ever builé at all in 
our time, which is by no means certain, 
unless the European Goverumeuts are 
all going wildly into guaranteeing, 
they will be built on political, not on 
commercial grounds, ‘here are very 
few of them that have any prospect of 
being remunerative; hardly oue of them 
can be built remuneratively on the 
terms which the Chinese wish to im- 
pose. But what a wretched state of 
things it will be if they are built. 
The traveller who wishes to cross China 
will fiud, in what ho bas always 
believed to be a single homogenoous 
empire, five or six different railway 
systems. He will want to know the 
languages and the railway manners of 
nearly all the uations of Europe, and 
he will find all the different Zailway 
Guides giving a different spelling to 
the names of the towns he passes 
through. 

We know—because we have read it 
several times in the speeches of foreign 
Potentates and their Secretaries of State 
—that the first object of all the Powers 
is the good of China, Is what they 
are doing in the matter of railways for 
the good of China? Why should they 
not agree to the establishment ‘at 
Peking of a Railway Board with foreign 
members delegated by the Powers who 
are willing to assist China with guaran- 
tees, to which alone shall be committed 
the duty of settling where all the rail- 
ways are to be made, with all the 
necessary details, so that China may 
have one uniform system, in the settle- 
ment of which all shall be interested, 
and the opinions of all shall be heard. . 
Each Power should undertake before- 
hand to guarantee a portion of the’ 
amount required’for the railways it is 
decided to build, and its voting power 
on the Board. should be in proportion 
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to the share it guarantees. ‘This 
would have the happy result of do- 
ing away with the politics which are 
80 disastrously- mixed up with railway 
enterprise here now, aud of giving 
China -one. system instead of several 
differing ones, - If this were proposed it 
would possibly not be accepted, but its 
reception by the various Powers would 
indicate. which were anxious for the 
general good of China and the world, 
and which -were only struggling for 
their own selfish advantage. 





THE NINGPO JOSS-HOUSE. 
29th July. 
Iy another column -this morning. will 
be found a series of documents sent us 
by the Secretary of the Frouch Muni- 
cipality, which throw some useful light 
on the dispute in reference to the Ning- 
po Joss-House, and auswer satisfactorily 
some of the questions put by Mr. 
Drammoud in the correspondence which 
has been going ov in our columns. ‘The 
first is an extract from the Minutes of 
the French Council’s meeting on the 
11th of May last, at which it was 
decided to: ask ,the. French Consul- 
Gerieral_to: expropriate,, as: authorised 
by the French treaty of 1844 and the 
proclamation ‘ of “1849;-'the lots on the 
French Concession in dispute, 186 and 
191, ‘This was the opening of the ball. 
‘The.next is a letter of the 18th of 
May from the Chairman of the French 
Council, M. Bard, to the Count. de 
‘Bezaure, explaining’ that. the lots in 
question, were, wanted. for. the. erection 
of a.School aud.a Hospital; there being 
no: other ground “available, - asking him 
to proceed to their expropriation, and 
adding that the Municipality. would 
deposit in a bauk at the disposition of 
the holders» of » the title-deeds ‘the 
assessed: value of the property,”''ls. 
41,875. 

‘Then follows an extract from the 
minutes of the meeting. of the French 
Council on. the Ist of June last, at 
which an ordinance from the French 
Consul-General was read, calling on the 
proprietors of the two lots iu question 
to present themselves within eight. days 
at the Consulate-Geueral to prove their 
titles. “This ordinance, dated the 23rd 
of May, was communicated to the occu- 
pants of the two lots iu question by the 
Secrotary of the French Municipality. 

No, 4 is an extract from the minutes 
of the meeting of the French Council 
on the 22ud of June, The Secretary 
announced that he had written to the 
Representative of the Ningpo Joss- 
House, telling him that in conformity 
with the Consul-Geueral’s ordinance 
of the 23rd of May, he had to 
prove his title to lots 186 and 
191 at the Consulate-General. Up 
to the 21st of June, the answer 
of the Representative of the Niugpo 
Joss-Honse was, that he had no title- 
deeds for these lots. No. 5 is a letter 
of the 28rd of June from the Secretary. 
of the French Municipality to the Re- 
presentative of the ‘Ningpo Joss-House 








acknowledging a letter of the latter in 
which the fact that there were no title: 
deeds forthcoming was conveyed. 

‘Tho sixth and last document publish- 
ed this morning is a letter, dated the 
Ist of July, from the Secretary of the 
French Municipality to the Representa- 
tive ofthe NingpoJoss-House. It says:— 

“Sir—The Representatives of the 
Association known as the “Ningpo 
Temple” who have been, for several 
years, occupants of lots 186 and 191 on 
the cadastral plan of the French Con- 
cession at Shanghai, not having, as is 
Iearnt from your written information, 





any title-deeds for the said lots, I am | 


instructed to inform you that, in accord- 
ance with the terms of the Treaties, the 
French Municipality has lodged with 
the Cousn!-General of France a claim to 
repossess these lots which are necessary 
for the accomplishment of certain works 
of public utility which will be especially 
of udvantaga to the Chinese population 
of the French Concession, and which 
are as follows :— 

“A School for the education 
young Chinese ; 

“A Hospital where medical atten- 
tion will be given gratuitously to poor 
Chinese residents ; 

“An Abattoir for the provision of 
wholesome meat for the inhabitants of 
Shanghai. 

“The. Consul-General having admit- 
ted.the claim of the French Munici- 
pality, the Intter assumes from this day 
the rights of proprietorship over lots 186 
and 191, 

“The: agreed’ indemnity will be paid 
to:the: rightful claimant after an un- 
derstanding between the Consul-Gen- 
eralof France and the Chinese au- 
thorities.” 

“These documents give a clear and 
intelligible account of the negotiations 
which would undoubtedly have ended 
peaceably and ‘amicably had not the 
‘Taotai exhausted the patience of the 
Count de Bezaure and the French 
Municipality ‘by his procrastination 
and indecision. As we have: alrendy 
said, these papers clear up oue or 
two doubtful points, and answer 
some of the objections that have 
been: made by pro-Chinese advocates, 
and we ‘cannot but commend the 
action of the French Municipality in 
making them public. ‘They might well 
have -been made public even sooner, 
though : few have doubted that our 
French neighbours were acting well 
within their rights in the steps they 
have.taken in reference to this old 
‘bone of contention, the Ningpo Joss- 
House. .

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AMERICAN IMPERIALISM. 

30th July. 
‘Taar after peace is signed the policy 
of the United “States should revert to 
what it was before the war is' impossible, 
and even the journals that are urging 
the country most fervently not to be 
drawn into what they stigmatise as im- 
perialism, must feel in their hearts that 
they are beatiug the wind. ‘The New 
York Wation is, of course, among the 
leaders of those who would have no 
step taken that seems to go -beyond 
or against “ the wisdom of Washington,” 
though it cannot be doubted that if 
Washington were living now he would 
ake wider views thau he did more than 
a hundred years ago. In its issue of 
the 16th of June it says :-— 

“There is, no doubt, such a thing as 
“the logic’of events, the march of history, 
the inevitable,” before which we feel help- 
less ; but there is also such a thing asa 
spirit of devotionsto human rights which 
has altered the march of history, and inter- 
rupted what would otherwise have been 
the logic of events. Nothing could have 
seemed more in accordance with this 
logic than that a few thousand Atheni- 
ans and Lacedwmonians should have 
submitted to the vast force of the King 
of Persia; but Thermopyle and Mara- 
thon showed that events are shaped by 
human determination. We have often 
heard in this country that right makes 
might, and the “logic of events” and the 
“march of history” confirm the truth of 
the maxim, “What conscientious people 
need to ask now is nothing but the old 
question—the question which, although 
tiresome, is just as “inevitable” as tho 
march of history—What ought we to do? 
Nothing has been done in the present war 
that cannot be undone if justice demands 
that it be undone. “The boom of Admiral 
Dowey’s cannon,” said President Patton, 
“made us forget. the Farowell Address.” 
On the contrary, it made a great many 
people remember it ; and the Wisdom of 
Washington was never more manifest than 
at present. The principles that he ox- 
plained will endure, as permanent appeals 
to reason, long after the sensations aroused 
by the boom of cannon and the slaughter 
of Spaniards have subsided; and it isin 
such principles that the logic of events is 
most truly expressed.” 


And again :— 

“The less people think of destiny and 
the more they think of righteousness and 
experience, the clearer will bo their poli- 
tical views and the more vigorous and 
consistent their political action. We have 
a country protected by nature from the 
intervention or attack of foreign Powers, a 
government based on the principle of equal 
political rights, founded on the free consent 
of the governed, recognising the superiority 
of certain inalienable rights to the physical 
force of rulers. We have been trying the 
greatest experiment, of this kind that the 
world has yet seed, and we cannot yet 
say that the work of our hands is finally 
established. We are now urged to oc- 
cupy territory that is exposed by nature to 
foreign attacks, and to set up a govern 
ment therein that will not be based on 
the principle of equal rights, that will not 
be Rounded on the free consent of the 
governed, or recognise their right to deter- 

‘In so doing, we repudiate 
the principles in which we have boasted 
and bring our professions to open shame, 
We shall impose our laws by force upon 
other nations, and establish a system of 
taxation without representation. It seems 
strange that sch a policy as this should 
be aflirmed tu be in ce With our 
destiny, involving as it does the abandon- 
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“ment of our most cherished traditions. 
Revolution, rather than evolution, seems 
the appropriate word to describe it. 

Mr. W. J. Bryan, the orator and 
Democratic caudidate for the Pre- 
sidency, who has not, after all, succeed- 
ed in getting sent to Manila in 
command of a regiment of Nebraska 
Volunteers, has been speaking on this 
burning question at Omaha. He is 
against imperialism. He say: 

I assume that principles which were 
involved in the inauguration of the war 
will be observed in its prosecution and 
conclusion. If a contest undertaken for 
the sake of humanity degenerates into a 
war of conjuest we shall find it difficult to 
meet the charge of having added hypocrisy 
to greed. Is our national character 50 
tweak thnt we eaunot withstand the tempta- 
tion to appropriate the first piece of land 
that comes. within our reach? To inflict 
upon the enemy. all possible harm is 
legitimate warfare, but shall we contemplate 
a scheme for the colonisation of the Orient 
merely heeause our fleet won a remarkable 
vietory in the harbour of Manila? Our 
yuns destroyed the*Spanish fleet hut can 
they destroy that self-evident truth that 
governments derive their just powers not 
from superior force, but. from the consent 
of the governed? Shall we abandon a 
just resistance to European encroachment 
upon the western heinisphere in order to 

Je in the controversies of Europe and 
Tf others turn to thoughts of 

grandisement and yield allegiance to 
thoxe who clothe land covetousness in the 
attractive garb of “national destiny,” the 
people of Nebraska will, if I mistake not 
their sentiments, plant’ themselves upon 
tho disclaimer entered by Conyress, and 
expect that good faith shall characterise 
the making of peace as it did the beginning 
of war. Ifsome dream of the splendours 
of a heterogencous empire encircling the 
globe, we shall be content to aid in bring- 
ing enduring happiness to a homogeneous 
people consecrated to the purpose of 
maintaining a government of the people, 
by the people, for the people. 

The Philadelphia Record, in criti 
sing the speech madeby General Merritt, 
the future Governor-General of the 
Philippines, in which the General spoke 
of “the uew national policy of the 
United States, which looks to the ac- 
quisition of additional territory, re- 
presented in outlying islands that are 
requisite for the development of nation- 
al strength and growth,” says — 


In view ot General Merritt's position as 
military governor-clect of the department 
of the Pacific, which he has been sent out 
to establish, with headquarters at Manila, 
this utterance is remarkable. Does he 
speak by the card, and is there, indeed, 
“fnew national policy” such as he has de- 
scribed? It would he interestiny fo know 
whether his words were merely the expres: 
sion of his individual opinions and predilec- 
tions or whether they were in line with the 
authority vested in him and the instruc- 
tions given him by fis civilian superiors in 
command at Washington. A policy such 
as is foreshadowed in General Merritt's 
speech, which would involve a complete 
change in our political traditions, should 
certainly not be permitted to be adopted 
without protest from those conservative 
Americans who hare not been orercome 
by the lust of conquest. In the interest 
of the future welfare of the American 
emocracy the anti-imperialists should begin 
to speak out. 


Among other papers, the Baltimora 
‘Sun and the Boston Herald oppose the 
“ fascinating project” of territurial ag- 
graudisement. ‘The latter, one of the 



















































organs of the cultured capital of 
Massachusetts, looks for the bene- 
ficent assistance of epidemic disease 
to fill the gap if reason fails: “ When, 
as will probably be the case, it 
fonnd that, of the troops sent to assi 
Admiral Dewey, more than half will 
have perished {com tropical diseases 
during the present season, the advant- 
ages of American ownership of these 
islands and American occupancy of 
them are questions which -will present 
themselves in quite a different light 
from that in which they are now 
popularly viewed.” The Denver Ze- 
publican takes much the same view as 
‘Mr. Bryan, bt expresses it in less 
flowery Ianguage:— 

It is to be hoped that the good sense of 
the American people will prevent them 
from adopting a policy in regard to Cuba 
and the Philippine islands which would 
contradict the professions made before the 
war with Spain was begun. Already there 
are indications of a sentiment in favour 
of annexing Cuba and also the Philippines, 
and there is danger that it will become 
strong enough to force Congress to adopt 
measures that would be in direct conflict 
with the declarations made at the beginning 
of the trouble, concerning the policy which 
the government would follow. No one 
should he led astray by the belief that 
through the adoption of an imperial policy 
with the necessity of a great standing army 
the welfare of the American people would 
bw promoted. ‘There may be a great deal 
in sucha policy, but there is no 
profit in it for the people of this country, 
and the welfare of the American people 
should alwitys be the first consideration of 
this government. 

Having given these examples of the 
conservative opinion in the States on 
the subject of the threatened adoption 
of imperialism as the policy of the 
country, it is only fair that we should 
give some of the arguments on the other 
side. Wehave already mentioned that 
the New York Journal of Commerce, 
a very influential paper, regards the re- 
tention of the Philippines by the States 
as a settled 1 and it is stontly 
supported by the New York Maritime 
Register, another very influential paper, 
which says in its issne of the 15th of

ry teaches us that nation cannot 
ain in statu quo, she is bound either to 
retrocede or progress. All the Latin nations 
‘are more or less rapidly descending from 
the zenith of their power; we have not 
reached ours yet, we see before us an 
interminable ascension if we follow our 
stars ; we must, however, he solely guided 
by sublime statesmanship, profit by the 
present oceasion, and not abuse our power 
in the future. We need not fear any in- 
terference by other Powers and we should 
remain unfettered by alliances unless a 
combination against us, which is hardly 
probable under existing diplomatic con- 
ditions, forces us to a different course, and 
in that case President McKinley should 
weigh every »dvantage offered with the 
utmost impartiality, independent of senti- 
ment. There are really only two nations 
which may as allies or enemies exert an 
important influence in our future—England 
and Russia; the position of all the others 
towards us will be defined the moment we 
declare our j:r=ference and their actions will 
in fact be of secondary importance to us. 
In addition to the control over Cuba, Porto 
Rico, the Philippines, Ladrone, Caroline, 
Canary, and Belearic Isiands or such parts 
thereof that are occupied by us at the 











close of the war, we should acquire Hawaii 
by annexation, St. Thomas by purchase, 
rovive and enlarge our coaling station at 
Samoa, and finally acquire aud build the 
Nicaragua Canal. Each of these possessions, 
independent of their commercial impor- 
tance, is of inestimable strategical value, 
for the following reasons: The value of 
Hawaii asa strategical base of supplies, etc., 
has been so fully demonstrated lately that 
any further discussion is superfluous. A 
propos the Nicaragua Canal, we need only 
make one observation ; if finished and con- 
trolled by us, our war vessels dispatched 
from our Atlantic ports could have reached 
Asiatic waters long before a Spanish fleet 
dispatched from Spain through the Suez 
Canal. The Philippine Islands would secure 
us a strategical base of the greatest impor- 
tance in the Orientand the Ladrones, Samoa 
and the Carolines would serve as excellent 
coaling stations for our war vessels en route 
tothem, Cuba, Porto Rico, and St. Thomas 
would furnish strategical points of vantage 
far into the ocean towards Southern 
Europe, Northern Africa, and principally 
South América, ‘The Canaries and Balearic 
Islands would secure us footholds near to 
and directly in European waters. 





In the above extract there is, how- 
er, no argument, but only assertion ; 

@ more in sympathy with the 
following extract Irom the New York 
Outlook: :— 


The spirit with which Dewey sailed into 
the harbour of Manila, and Hobson into the 
jaws of death at Santiago, is typical of the 
spirit.of the American people, who are 

venturous to the point of audacity. In 
this spirit—adventurous, audacious, self- 
confident, bat thorougly earnest, sincere, 
and heroio—the great body of the American 

eople are turning their faces toward the 















future. ‘The Outlook accepts the new duties 
of the new hour without misgivings. We 
believe that the United States must hence- 
forth take its placo with the other nations 
of the world, and share with them the 
responsibility for the world’s development. 
We believe that America has tho ability 
and the courage to act well her part, She 
will sometimes blunder, no doubt, and 
Americans appointed to represent her will 
sometimes misrepresent and disgrace her. 
But the influence which she has already 
exerted is a presage of what her influence 
is to be. For no American can doubt that 











the proclamations of Gomez in Cuba de- * 


nouneing severe penalties for all violations 
of civilised warfare by Cuban soldiors, and 
of Aguinaldo in the Philippines similar in 
effect, are due to the fact that they have an 
American atmy and an American fleet as 
their allies. ‘The Outlook therefore, with 
no childish faith in the impeccability or 
infallibility of America, but with a patriotic 
faith in America’s general intelligence and 
general purity of purpose, maintains the 
faith that, from the day’ whon Dewey's 
gts sank, the Spanish ‘feet, the United 

tates had laid upon it the duty of abandon- 
ing its former foreign policy, and entering 
determinedly and courageously upon one 
radically different. 

The Providence Journal, a New 
England paper of deserved weight, is, 
we hold, right in saying: “If mere 
jivgoism is fatile and foolish, the argu- 
ment that we can have no legitimate 
interest in anything beyoud our exist- 
ing boundaries is equally so. Respon- 
sibilities cannot be evaded in such a 
fashion. ‘The opponents. of colonial 
extension have discovered a new word 
which they think will deter the Americun 
people from any permanent conquest of 
Spauish territory. ‘That word is im- 
perialism. It suggests dreadful possi~ 
‘bilities, Great is the tyranny of a 
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phrase. . This erial policy is des- 
cribed as fatal to republican institu- 
tions.” But it goes on to show that 
“imperialism in the American sense 
might turn out to be no such terrible 
thing after all.” It wight have pointed 
out that the government of Great Bri- 
tain, while monarchical in form, is in 
essence as democratic as that of the 
States, aud that the imperialism which 
the conservatives in the States are so 
afraid of, has not wrecked popular 
institutions in Great Britain. 

The Sin Francisco Argonaut, the 
most ably written paper on the Pacific 
Coast, is not afraid of this bogey of 
imperialism. It says :— 

As for those who still refuse to believe 
that America will hold conquered territory, 
those who shut their eyes and ears and 
remain deaf and blind to what is going on 
around them, let them remember that the 
people of these United States come of the 
adventurous Anglo-Saxon race; that the 
Anglo-Saxon race for centuries has been 
exploring and colonising in every quarter 
of the globe. We and our fathers in the 
United States have hada mighty task in 
building up. this vast country. But if 
these conservatives believe that the old 
adventurous Anglo-Saxon spirit is dead 
within us, they are wrong. We 
warn the Republican party that the 
sentiment of tho people of this country is 
irrevocably for holding all territory that 
we may conquer. ‘The Congress which is 
to be elected this year must set aside this 
fatilo promise of the dying Congress, aud 
must promise the American people that 
the American flag shall remain wherever 
American soldiers plant it, 

‘The fact is that, whatever the Vation 
says, it really is a case of manifest 
destiny. Nothing can prevent an 
Anglo-Saxon nation, as the case of 
England shows, from pushing out, ex- 
panding, colonising. For a century 
and ® quarter the United States have 
had enough to do in improving their ori- 
ginal territory, and the contiguous terri- 
tories that they have absorbed, in North, 
Aumerica, but the time has now come for 
them to work outside the actual limits 
of the States, No-one can doubt that 
athe world will gain by this; Cubs and 
‘the Philippines will be much better 
governed by Americans than by 
Spaniards. Meanwhile, it seems that 
President. McKinley is shying at the 
annexation of the Philippines; but he 
cannot hand them back to Spanish 
misrule, and it is doubtful if Aguinaldo 
and his followers can be trusted yet 
with their destinies, unassisted by white 
men. It is difficult to over-estimate 























the future commercial importance of 
the Philippines under an houest aud 
enlightened administration.

THE ENGLISH MAIL PAPERS. 


(vor THE WEEK ENDING THE 247H OF JUNE.)

Ir will be remembered that when surprise 
was expressed at the large naval force seut 
by Germany to Manila, quotations were 
made from the Marinepolitische Correspon- 
dens, a semi-ofticial paper, showing that it 
had been determined at Berlin that Ger- 
many was to get a share when the rule of 
Spain in the Philippines came to an end. 
Then the cue was given to explain away the 
action of the Germans in Manila Bay, and 
the North-German Gazette was ordered to 
disavow the Marinepolitische altogether ; 
but the Berlin correspondent of the Times 
points out, in a dispatch of the 23rd of 
June too long to quote in full, that the 
National Zeitung and the Kilnische Zeitung 
both quoted the disavowed article as ‘a 
noteworthy exposition of German inter- 
ests.” We are obliged to shorten our notice 
of the papers this morning, but among the 
co deneo of the Times thero ate 
several things well worth quoting. ‘The 
following is dated St. Petersburg, the 22nd 
of Sunt 


mmmenting on the speeches of Mr. Cham- 
berlain and Lord Salisbury, and comparing 
one with the other, the  Petersburyskiva 
Viedomosti adduces ‘from them that the 
British Government contemplates an al- 
liance with Germany. Meanwhile, it quietly 
arranges its own affairs. Instead of incurrin 

uew expenditure for a great ficet capable of 
meeting a combination of Powers against 
her, England proposes to hire Germany as 
her’ assistant on the Continent. Such a 
policy will not succeed for long, but for the 
present it has already gained much, such as 
the occupation of Weihaiwei, the extension 
of territory near Hongkong, and an advance 
to. tho Yangtzekiang; ‘and now Lord 
Salisbury announces his intention to obtain 
control of the land and sea forces of China, 
‘This is a direct blow at, the independence of 
China, and there is no time to lose. 


Another telegrm from St. Petersburg 
says : 

In_an article to-day on British action in 
the Far East the Noroe Vremya insists that 
the reorganisation of the Chinese land and 
sea forces spoken of by Lord Salisbury on 
the 17th inst. isa plan devised by’ England 
to obtain the chicf control of China's de- 
fensive forces. “With the British already 
in charge of the Chinese Customs, China 
will become British altogether if this plan 
is carried out.” “ But,” proceeds the journal, 












































“ Russo-Chineso friendship has recently been 
sealed by an alliance. We have no doubt 
that Russian diplomacy will succeed in 





calling the attention of China to the danger 
which is threatening her. Other Powers, 
too, and notably Japan, would have reason 
for’ preventing China from becoming the 
vietim of a murderous plot against the whole 
East.” * 

‘Tho idea of poor, innocent Lord Salisbury 
having anything to do with “a marderous 
plot against the whole East” is too absurd. 
In a leading article on this the Times 
says = 

When Lord Salisbury observed the other 
day that “Fit is very difficult to reform those 
who do not wish to be reformed,” he des- 
cribed with his accustomed felicity of phrase 
one of the main difficulties which confront us 
in China, Our interests in that Empire, it 
has been stated again and again, are, in the 
first instance, purely commercial. So far as 
they are territosial as all, they exist simply 
aa means for the defence and the extension 
‘of our commerce. We want to do the largest 
possible amount of trade and to find secure 
and profitable investment for the largest possi- 
ble ainount of capital within the dominions of 
His Imperial Majesty Kuang Heil. That is 
the whole meaning of the policy of the “open 
door.” We are confideot that with equal 
opportunities we can hold our own against all 
competitors in the Chinese as in all other 
markets. Therefore we have adopted that 











policy and we mean to pursue it. We believe 
quite honestly that the quality of free trade 
is to bless him that gives as well as him that 
takes, but we do not pretend to practise it 
for the advantages it brings to others, but 
for the advantages it brings to ourselves. 
Far from regarding the tion of vast 
regions densely peopled by Asiatics as a gain, 
wo look upon it as a positive burden—a 
burden which in certain circumstances it may 
be necessary to assums rather than forfeit the 
markets of those regions, but still a burden to 
be avoided if possIble. ‘On these grounds we 
are sincerely anxious that China shoulddevelop 
sufficient strength to defend herself from the 
territorial encroachments of Powers whose 
traditional policy isin permanent and direct 
conflict with the system of the open door. 
Weare anxious. for our own sakes that she 
should do so, though we see that sho would 
derive even greater benefits than we should 
do from.such a reform. ‘This is the whole 
meaning of our readiness to assist China in 
the projected reform of her army and navy— 
‘scheme in which the ove Premya discerns 
“a murderous plot against. the whole East.” 
The plan, if it succeeded, would be fatal, 
no doubt, to the wishes of those friends of 
China whose affection for her nothing short 
of assimilation wiil satisfy. But it must bo 
welcome to all of her weil-wishers who are 
contented to see her live and thrive-as an 
independent State, while the rudimentary in- 
stincts of sell-preservation should sutiico to 
commend it to herself, 

The two following telegrams are worth 
remembering as a contribution to the 
history of the Port Arthur question. ‘Tho 
former is dated Peking, the 17th of June : 

‘Tho Tsungli Yamén hai requested M. 
Pavloff to grant facilities at Port Arthur for 
docking and harbouring the new Chinese 
cruisers shortly due from Germany. M. 
Pavloff has replied that only Chineso ships 
whose foreign officers are exclusively Russians 
are entitled to these privileges. 


‘The latter is dated Odessa, tho 15th of 
June :— 

Some merchants sending goods to Port 
Arthur from Odessa wished to know what 
difficulties they would have to encounter as 
to the Custom-house duty there, and sent 
enquiries to the dopartment of the Ministry 
of Finance in St. Petersburg. ‘They have 
received the following reply :—“ Port Arthur 
is considered as Russian,” which means that 
their goods will enter there free of duty, 
and, of course, this right extends to all 
Russian merchandize coming from European 
Russia. ‘This information is of the greatest, 
importance from an international point of 
view, as affecting those Great Powers which 
have oxtensive commercial relations in the 
Far East. 

This is where treaty rights and equality 
of treatment have gone under the cara of 
Lord Salisbury and Mr. Curzon. 

One more extract from the Times! corre 
pondence, this time from New York. Mr. 
Smalley is mentioning that Americans who 
previously opposed it were coming round 
to favour the acyuisition of territory abroad: 

The process of conversion is, I think, steady, 
as the public mind becomes familiurived with 
the notion of taking a new place in the world 
and ruling’ new Asiatic possessions. ‘The 
cable brings us word that Mr. Chauncey 
Depew, who before sailing protested against 
the annexation of the Philippines, has found 
salvation jn Europe, surrounded by influences 
all, or nearly all, tending to encourage 
‘American ambition—tending, also, to tighten 
the bonds between England and the United 
States. Home-keeping Americans do not 
escape those influences. Even those who 
look doubtfully at the Philippines on their 
merits see that the preseaco of America in 
Asiatic waters must, sooner or later, in- 
yolve co-operation with England. Thoy'wel- 
come annexation, as Mr. Depew seems disposed 
to do, for that reason.

ighly credulous people who continue 
to believe in Russian professions of friendship 
for England may now thrust aside that 
delusive idea. Yesterday, Mr. Curzon, being 
questioned by Mr. J. Walton, bad to admit 
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that M. Pavloff, “acting under orders from 
St. Petersburg,” has taken up a directly 
hostile attitude to the ratification of the 
reliminary contract between the Tsungli 
Vemén aad ‘the and Shanghai 
Bank, for the’ extension’ of the railway to 
Newchwang. Here, the unfriendly intention 
is too palpable for’ either misconception or 
concealment. ‘The Russian Government is 
determined to exclude. England, both com- 
mercially and politically, from the whole of 
Northern China, and were that accomplished, 
tho same covetous policy would be carried 
out in the middle and southern provinces 
As this design can no longer be hidden, 
it is to be hoped that we shall hear no 
further silly talk about Russian Anglo- 
philism ; it never has existed and never will, 
the two countries, being what, may be styled 
“natural enemies” throughoat, Asia’and, to 
some extent, in Europe as well. Accepting 
that fact, then, the governing question is 
what.is the most effectual method by which 
the pressure exereted on the Teungli Yamén 
by Russia can be met by counteracting 
British pressure. Mr, Curzon. declines to 
supply any information on that point; we 
inter, however, from his very guarded reply 
that some steps are being taken in the desired 
direction. But there is one step, and that the 
most important of all, which the Government 
is unable to take without Parliamentary 





co-operation. Russian diplomacy employs 
the powers of the purso as well as the power 
of the eword at Peking; when intimidation 


fails, bribery is freely resorted to. What is 
the ‘sy-calléd Russo-Chinese Bank but the 
Imperial Treasury? They aro one and the 
‘samo as regards “conquest by backsheesh.” 
If, therefore, England is to stand on equal 
footing ot, Poking, such an ample supply of 
secret service money should be placed at the 
Aisposal of our Minister as would enable him 
to counteract Russian bribery. 


The Investors’ Review of the 24th of 
June has the following Money Market 
note :— 

Contrary to general experience, money be- 
‘comes moze plentiful as the cnd of the month 
approaches. Although we aro at the turn of 
the quarter, day to day loans can be easily 
obtained at } per cent per annum, while seven 
days’ advances command no more than 3 per 
cent, Indeed, the India Council only gets 
1 por cent for loans up to July 4, to tho eve, 
that is, of the Government dividend poyments. 
Such rates pretty well represont low water- 
mark, aud yet floating supplies will be added 
to aftor July Sth. 

It has been impossible to maintain discount 
rates in face of the abundance of money, and 
the quotation for three months? remitted bills 
slipped back to 1 per-cent, fin spite of the 
efforts of the banks, who do not care to do 
business on this basis with the official mini- 
mum at 3 per cent... Sixty-day paper, indeed, 
has been taken as low as 1} per cent, 
and the absence of a reduction in the 
Bunk rate appears to have little importance 
to the market. Even the gold demand is 
sluggish aud while Russia outbid all comers, 
including the Bank of England, for the Ca 
gold last week, it is a doubtful point whether 
iWean afford fo pay 774, 10d; forthe arrival 
just upon duc.

inary exchange operation, and since then 
the Berlin cheque has moved in our favour.

Hooley’s ruffled vanity.”* There is a large 
number of very interesting “Economic 
and Financial Notes,” among them a long 
‘one on the condition of Spain, from which

They aro ready 
to believe anything ; they refuse to think of 
defeat until they cannot longer ignore it ; and 
then only regard spperentiy as ‘a temporary 
discomfiture. It might be amusing if it wero 
pot so sad—so infantile. Living apparent

“We cannot stop a district 
from having the benefit of a railway if that 
railway belongs to a foreign Power.” Lord 
Salisbury ended his speech with tho wise ex- 
hortation: ‘Do not imagine that because 
other nations are increasing their trade, 
theretore your own position is co dificlt.at 
some people seem to think, for in spite of 
adverse tariffs British trade is increasing.” 
‘Those are words which ought. to be written 
in letters of gold above the doors of every 
pblic office in the Kingdom. | Jealousy of 
foreign trade is fatuous in the extreme. 

In its first leading article, on “Mr. 
Chamberlain's Syllogism,” the Spectator

‘This is a rather attractive-looking volume 
of 345 pages, the object of which is the 
Iaudable one of bringing the Tao-té-ching 
within reach of everybody, and secondly 
to offer to the student of Comparati 
Religions a version which ‘shall be a fai 
ful reproduction not only’ of the’ sense, but 
of all ‘the’ characteristic qualities, especi- 
ally'the térsenéss’and the ruggedness of the 
style. The: Introduction covers 47 pages, 
and considers The Old Philosopher ; 
Fundaniental Principles ‘of Laotze’s Philo- 
sophy ;. The Ideal’ of Laotze’s Edicts; 
Tuoism before and after Laotze: with 
an examination’ of the quotations ‘in tho 
Tao-té-ching, A pose is then given to ‘an 
explanation of the present edition, in 
which it appears that it is based’ upon a 
comparison of five separate versions, four 
of which are published in Tokio, and ond 
in France. Then comes the text, arranged 
as in Chinese in perpendicular columns, 
but reading from left to right, as if 








in English. The text is prefaced by tho |p 


extract from the historian, Sze: Ma Ohien, 
containing. the report of an interview be- 
tween Confucius and: Laotée, which is 
considered to be'the most authentic ac- 
count of that interesting event, for the 
reason that Chuangtze, who gives th

‘The student of Chinese will occasionally 
come'upon a sentence in the Tao-té-ching 
which he recognises as a current proverb, 
but it must be conféssed that they are few. 
One of them is the last clause of chapter 
EXXDI: ‘Heaven's net is vast, so vast, 
wide-meshed, but-it-loses: nothing,” which 
the translator compares with Logan's lines, 
familiar in ‘the rendering of. Longfellow; 
“Though the mills of God grind slowly, 

‘Yet they grind exceeding small. 

‘Though with patience he stands. waiting. 

With exactness grinds he all.”” 

It_ goes without saying that the'task of: 
obtaining sufficient acquaintance with the 
Chinese language to translate, under. the 
conditions named, a book like that of Lao- 
tze; is a gigantic one. Dr. Carus's success 
is little short of marvellous. He frequently. 
cites the versions of others, nonio of which 
hiippen to be at hand for comparison, but 
in the extracts given, it seems clear that 
Dr. Carus"has ‘succeeded better than Dr. 
Legge or Dr. Chalinersin the passages wher 
we are able to coinpare them—a, very 
markable fact indeed. Among diction: 
he seems to have been most indebted to Di 
‘Williams whom ho styles ‘Prof. Williams, 
and does not appear to have heard of Giles, 
whose extreme paucity in definitions would, 
however, have been most trying to a 
translator of the Tao-té-ching. Ae'a result 
of a mixture of authorities, Dr. Carus’s 
spelling of Chinese is a compound of 
a singular consistency or inconsistency. 
‘The “man” character (jén) for example, ho 
sometimes gives as ‘jhren,” and somo- 
times as “jan.” He applied’ to Mr. 
Candlin of Tientsin for advice, who, only 
took. advantage of tho opportunity to 
furnish the author with the eccentric 
produnciations of that metropolis—such as 
teu for chih, ts'a for ch‘a, ote., and ‘all 
these are faithfully insorted in ‘brackets, 
as variant readings! Dr. Du Boso is 

juoted on ‘the present style of living of 
the Taoist Pope, and’ is referred to (page 
40) merely as ‘Bose! ‘The Chinese char- 
acters are remarkably clear and well print- 
ed, though on page"184 a Ohow (Jif) is 
not quite complete. Wo have noted a fow 
misprints in Chinese: words, page 39, Lin 
Pang, for Li Pang, p. S04 ant for chi 
(or-chih). So also on page 184 tho word 
“‘containing” is short one letter, and 
289 evel” represents lovel, and on pago 
307°“ Fowett”” stands for Jowett. 

Tho 'charactor ch'a (ZB), to examino, ia 


translated, page 176, by the colloquialism, 
“smart,” and on page 297 there is the 
strange’ word ‘‘makarism,” apparently 
coined out of Sanscrit materials. 

Wo repeat that Dr. Carus’ book is a 
truly remarkable achievement, but as to its 
value in extending thesum of human know- 
ledge, we do not even venture an opinion. 
Wo are, however, reminded of an anecdoto

THE ANTI-MISSIONARY TROUBLES. 

A wire was sent to the N-C. Daily News 
four days ago intimating that serious trouble 
had again occurred in Central Szechuan and 
that one French priest. had been captured 
by a band of brigands who were holding 
him as a hostage. The French priest, M. 
Fleury, is unfortunately still a prisoner, 
and I'much regret to have to add that there 
ina strong feeling abroad that he will oly 
bo saved ‘with difficulty. The  reverered 
gentleman’s comrade, M. Louis, managed to 

his escape in'a wounded condition 
and is now, it is ssid, on his way to Chung- 
king by a round-about route. Just how 
many natives were Killed on this occasion 
or how much property was destroyed or 
stolen the writer cannot at present say, but 
the whole occurrence is unquestionably of a 
sad and startling nature. 

THE REAL RINGLEADER. 

As was intimated in my last, the man 
responsible for tho whole affair is named Yii 
‘Man-tze. Yii has for many years been under 

n, and he now knows well that the 
mandarins, constantly and vigorously 
pressed by M. Hans, are bent upon captur- 
ing him. His career of crime is a long one, 
and the Roman Catholic Christians have 
suffered severely from his daring lawless- 
ness. The scoundrel ‘ought to have been 
arrested years ago, and the present crisis is 
eatirely due to the pesilent imbeciity of 
the mandarins who allowed him to remain 
at large. 

CHINESE OFFICIAL COWARDICE. 

Present-day officials find themselves face 
o face with a difficulty which may have 
tremendous consequences, just at a time, too, 
when they see the integrity of their country 
crumbling away piecemeal, and its com- 
parative independence reduced to a condi- 
tion of almost helpless dependence upon 














its powerful neighbour. No one wil be 
greatly 8 if M. Fleury’s captivity 
emboldens France to make heavy reprisals, 


and it is easy to believe that the incident is, 
capable of giving rise to complications in 
which other powers than China and France 
would be potentially concerned. The wish 
of Jén Taotai as expressed to the local 
Fathers was to buy t! cena but 
this has been definitely put aside, not fess at 
the instance of M. Fleury himself who, we 
learn, is bearing himself heroically, than 
at that of M. Haas and others. 
FOREIGN OFFICIAL ACTIVITY. 

Meanwhile the position of affairs remains 
unaltered although it would appear that, 
owing to the stroug measures adopted by 
the nch and English Consuls, our 
phlegmatic Governor-General has” been 
aroused to take some kind of action. What 
its nature is remains to be seen—it may 
take the form of a strong proclamation, 
but there is now.a feeling in existence that 
the troubles will not spread. I am glad 
also to be able to say that the rumour of a 
disturbance at Paolinfu has not been 
confirmed. Chéngtu is also perfectly quiet, 
and a ag was vever in a more 

acific mood. Threats of riots have been 
eatd in one or two district cities, but it 
is not believed that these are of importance 
or likely to amount to anything serious. 
THE FRIENDLY TAOTAI. 

Tt is impossible not to sympathise more 
‘or less with the present local Taotai. He 
is said to be feeling his position very keenly, 
and certainly with the Kiangpel. Yuu- 
chang and Hochou affairs on his hands, 
not to speak of other matters only a degree 
or two less great, his mind must be ina 
state of perpetual unrest. The yamén secre- 
taries are said to be constantly employed 





‘writing dispatches dealing with thesituation, 
andthe Taotai himself gets littlesleep. Ow- 
ing to. his _supy friendliness towards 
foreigners, Jén ‘Taota’s reputation is not 
very high among a certain class of natives, 
although his exertion to do the right thing 
alike by native and foreigner is not wholly 
unappreciated. HEVs safety lies in 
pursuing the proper course at this juacture 
regardless of consequences and it is to be 
hoped that nothing will persuade him to 
follow other and less honourable paths. 


‘THE PROVINCIAL OFFICIALS. 

With a more sympathetic Governor- 
General, a more liberal-minded Provincial 
Treasurer (H. E. Wen is reputed to be 
decidedly anti-foreign), and with ex-Taotai 
Lai out of the way, Jén Taotai’s efforts 
to carry out the provisions of the treaties 
would probably meet with greater success 
within the limits of his extensive jurisdic- 
tion.

‘Then 
comes the report. that all the foreigners in 
Tungchou (13 miles east of Peking) have 
been obliged to go, owing to the financial 
ruin caused by the railroad! ‘The truth 
being that said foreigners are away to the 
hills for their summer outing. Ono of the 
missionaries having changed his place of 
residence, the report immediately is spread 
abroad that the foreigners are all leaving 
this city. 
THE YALU AND SANTIAGO. 

It is interesting in reading the papers 
and comparing facts to note what a difference 
there was between the stand-up fight which 
the Chinese made against the Japanese at 
the Yalu, and what the Spaniards have been 
able to do. Yet the latter are in no wise 
deficient in valour. One does not wonder 
that the Chinese Government desires to 
have English instructors for its new fleet 
with such a contrast before it. 4

‘MR, DETRING’S SCHEME, 

Mr. Detring arrived here yesterday and 
placed before the Tsungli Yamén an ap- 
plication for a concession to work coal 
mines within a certain specified area, on 
the same basis as the Kaiping colliery, in 
the province of Chibli. It is said, and I 
have every reason to believe it to be true, 
that he is acting in the interests of a 
German syndicate, who have offered to 
lend a sum equivalent to about £250,000 
sterling. ‘The general impression seems to 
be that the request will be granted, in 
which case it will somewhat interfere 
with the prospects of the Peking Syndicate 
inShansi,as the latter province cannot hope 
to compete with mines with coal equal in 
quality and so much nearer the seaboard. 

‘RELUCTANT SHANSI. 

‘There is said to be a deal of trouble brew- 
ing in Shansi, on account of the concession, 
‘a determination having been expressed by 
the populace, inspired no doubt by the 
officials, not to allow the introduction of 
foreiga ‘machinery and plant. It remains 
to be seen, however, what action, if any, 
the people and officials will take when the 
time for working the concession arrives.

PEITAIHO CUT OFF. 
‘We are now in the midst of our steamy, 
trying weather when every one who can 
wishes to get away to some cool resort. It 
is now especially that the benefit of a seaside 
resort such as has been found near the 
Peitaiho railway station is manifest to those 
who can get away from their business for 
‘afew days, Unfortunately, a bridge beyond 
Lanchou, with quite a stretch of the embank- 
ment, was washed’ out a few days ago, 50 
that there bas been no communication since 
Saturday evening. A train will leave to- 
morrow, but it may find some difficulty in 
getting through, It is hoped, however, that 
Gn Friday repairs will be so completed that 
no difficulty will occur in passing the break. 
After a heavy rain the little streams from 
the mountains pour out a flood of angry 
water that carries everything before it. 
This place.was made extra strong last year 
after the experiences of former years, but 
the water proved.too much for it. Some of 
the telegraph poles were carried away also 
‘and communication interrupted for a time,

He has taken some other things as well. 
Some hundred miles to the N. E. of Tientsin 
are gold mines which a company has been 
working with some success for several years. 
This worthy gentleman appears to” look 
upon them as legitimate booty pertaining to 
his position, or as perquisites of his office : 
at any rate, he has notified the Directors 
that their services are no more needed “or 
words to that effect,” and that he will take 
charge, and has done so. Will the share- 
holders get anything is a question of some 
importance. ‘This is one of the mountains in 
the way of China’s progress. It is to be 
hoped that the Emperor will hear of it and 
interfere for some degree of justice. 

ENGLAND AND RUSSIA, 

‘Word reaches us that Russia has vigorously 
Prgtested against the reorganisation of the 

yhinese army and navy under British 
auspices, and relations between England and 
Russia are very strained in consequence. 
Such protest was to be expected. It is 
much to be hoped that England will not 
weaken, that China will be firm, and that 
the U. & will give them the fullest “ moral” 
support. Comment on this situation is 
uncalled-for.

SAD DEATH OF AN ARTILLERY OFFICER. 

I regret to have to record the sudden 
death of Capt, W. A. Matthews, R.a., which 
occurred on ‘Tuesday morning, the 19th 
inst., at his residence, “Dunford,” the 
Peak. It seems that Capt. Matthews went 
for 2 long walk in the sun, which has been 
very fierce lately, ‘and was laid up on 
Friday and Satarday last with fever and 
dysentery. On Sunday, he was much bet- 
ter and improved further on Monday, but 
during the night fever recurred. with great 
violence, his temperature rising to 111°, 
and he died early next morning. He leaves 
a widow and one little boy, for whom much 
sympathy are felt. The funeral took place 
on Wednesday morzing and was attended 
by nearly all the officers of the , 
detachments from each corps, and the Band 
of the King’s Own Regiment, which played 
funeral marches on the way from Welling- 
ton to the Protestant Cemetery 
where the service was read by the Rev. G., 
R, Valliogs The firing party, eonsistin 
of a hundred mei from the deceas 
officer’s own company, paid the last tribute 
in volleys over his grave at the conclusion 
of the service. 

ANOTHER MURDER TRIAL. 

Another murderer has been tried “and 
sentenced to death. In this case, heard 
by the Chief Justice (Sir John Carrington) 
and a jury in Criminal Sessions on the 
19th inst,, a coolie named Wan Hung was 








charged with murdering his wife on the 
18th of September, 1897. He was arrested 
on the 14th of June last. They were people 


in humble circumstances and the wife lived 
with another woman in a house on the 
Braye West, earning her own living by 
making slippers. ‘The prisoner went there 
on the evening of the day in question with 
two men, and called upstairs to his wife to 
come down and go home with him. She 
refused, but he caught her by the hair, 
and while one of the .men with him 
jinioned her and the other held back her 
-head, he drew a knife across her. throat, 
inflicting fatal injuries. The three men 
then made off, but prisoner was captu 

on the 14th ult. Prisoner had admitted 
that he killed his wife she was 
unfaithful to him. The jury found o 
unanimous verdict of guilty and the Chief

‘The appointment of Mr. Henry R. Wil- 
Hiams, Jun, to be Vice-Consul for the 
United Statés at Canton, has aroused the 
indignation of the German firms at that 
port, Mr, Williams being a merchant and 
manager of the only American firm (Flood, 
Kirch & Co) in Canton. The Germans 
have: protested to Mr. Consul Bedloe, and 
threaten, if he does not withdraw the 
appointment of Mr, Williams, to carry the 
protest fo Washington. ‘The Germans form- 
erly employed nothing but, merchant con- 
suls in China, and they know the evils 
attending the system better, probably, than 
rmyost people,

MANILA. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
—— 

The second e: ‘ition under General 
Green has arrived: The China, carrying 
the General and the 1st Colorado Regiment 
of 1,050 men under Col. Irving Hale, two 
companies of the 18th U.S. infantry of Re- 
gulars, Battery B of Utah artillery, and a 
detachment of regular engineers’ from 
Willett’s point, New York, making in all 
about 1,300 men, came into the Bay, Satur- 
day afternoon and anchored at 3.30 o'clock. 
‘She met the Boston which had been sent out 
to welcome the transports, near the upper 
end of Luzon, and on being told that every- 
thing was all right, came ahead at full speed 
and made Manila Bay about 12 hours 
before the Boston arrived with the Zealandia, 
Colon, and Senator. The total number 
of men in this second expedition is over 
3,500 which makes the army strength in 
the Philippines now over 6,000. With the 
6,000 more due here in another two weeks 
the entire force will approximate 12,000. 
‘These 12,000 are first-class men and will 
give a good account of themselves in battle. 
A considerable portion of them are volun- 
teers, but they are going at their work like 
veterans and show no signs of hesitancy in 
preparing for actual fighting. If any fun is 
poked at the American troops here, it 
should be done before there is an actual 
combat between them and the enemy. Un- 
less T am greatly mistaken, when the 
fighting is over jokes will not be the order 
but terms of praise of their bravery and 
skill. This is not said because I am pre- 
judiced in favour of the soldiers but 

yecause I have seen enough of them to be 
a fair judge of their quality. No doubt 
it would be better if all were regulars, but 
not being such, they are, however, destined 
soon to be unless ail signs fail. 

When the China which everybody in 
China knows so well, came up along- 
side the other ships anchored off Cavite, she 
eae greeted “Wik somal after: ronal ot 
cheers which were returned with much 
vigour. Again when the Colon, Senator, 
and Zealandi« steamed through the squa- 
ron this morning to their designated 
anchorages, every naval vessel passed gave 
them a welcome they will not soon forget. 
What with the cheering and bands playing 
there was abundant evidence that the 
arrival of the troops was an event not to 
be overlooked. 

General Green has made his calls on 
Admiral Dewey and General Anderson 
and the latter have reciprocated. 

On the Zealandia is the 10th Pennsylvania 
Regiment of Volunteers of about 800 men, 
commanded by Colonel Hawkins. With 
them is Battery A, Utah Artillery. These 
Pennsylvania boys pride themselves on 
perpetuating the good name won by the 
famous 10th Regiment that among others 
represented the State so well in the Civil 


ar. 

On the Senator is the Ist Nebraska 
cong of Volunteers commanded by 
Colonel John P. Bratt. They number 
almostan even thousand men. With them 
are the famous Thurston Rifles, the 
crack company which won the National 
Competition last year and a prize of $5,000 
for drilling, marksmanship, and general 
efliciency. They are commanded by Cap- 
tain Taylor. 

On the Colon is a fine body of Regulars, 
including 2 companies of the 18th Infantry, 
4 companies of the 23rd Infantry, and a 
Battery of Light Artillery. Colonel Bailey 
is in command. : 

On the whole the health of the men has 
been excellent all the way from San 


"| Francisco, and for the greater part of 


the journey the sea was quite sinooth. 
‘No storms were encountered. 

Four men died en route, Among these 
was Lieutenant Jacob H. G. Lazelle of the

the U.S, Army. Hoe was a victim _of 
measles combined with meningitis. He 
died on the 12th of July but his body was 
embalmed. and brought. to Manila where 
he will be buried with military honours. 
Another death was that of Elmer B, Mad- 
dox, Co. B, 18th Infantry, ‘who suffered 
from a similar illness. ‘These two. men 
were regulars. Two Volunteers also died, 
Sergeant George L. Geddes of Co. C., 
Ist Regiment Nebraska, and Walter W. 
Wise, a member, of the Colorado band. 
‘The former was 4 victim of spinal menin- 
gitis and the latter’ of pneumonia, I 
mention these particulars because when 
anyone dies, the question is instantly 
asked who he was and what was the matter, 
even if the questioner has’no particular 
interest. 

This group of {ranaports left San Fran- 
cisco on the 16th of June, and Honolulu 
on the 25th. The China could have made 
Manila Bay sooner, but could not leave the 
other vessels which are slower. When 
they left Honotulu, the Monterey with the 
collier Brutus was to start the following 
day. She should reach Manila, in another 
week and will be closely followed by the 
Monadnock. When these two fighting craft 
arrive Admiral Dewey will have nine 
vessels capable of going. into battle aside 
from the little Callao and the Manila 
which have both been fitted with guns, 

Yesterday General Anderson _ with 
aeveral staif officers made a trip to Mala- 
bon, north of Manila, so that he could 

ersonally see the conformation of the 
Jind. ‘Already the officers of the staff 
as well as some from the California and 
Oregon regiments havo mado reconnai- 
sances all about Manila, It did not take 
the Americans long to become acquainted 
with the environs of the city. By this 
time they know where every Spanish trench 
is located and have even made maps show- 
ing the wooded and clear land. Tho 
Spaniards may not be used to such methods 
but it is Yankee enterprise. 

A large battalion of the California re- 
giment is already at Paranaque and by 
the time this letter is published there will 
be not.less than five thousand men within 
a few hours’ march of the heart of Manila, 
‘The officers can not give the forward 
order any too soon for the rank and file. 

It may seem strange to some that there 
has been so much delay in taking Manila, 
but those who criticise should remember 
that if Admiral Dewey should resort to 
bombarding which might mean the des- 
truction of British, “German, French, 
Japanese, and native property as well as 
Spanish, he could capture the city to-day ; 
but he desires to effect its surrender 
with as little loss as possible to all ‘con- 
cerned. Again it would be disastrous to 
proceed without sufficient men to make 
sure of victory by land and of policing the 
town. He has the men now and it will 
not be long before Manila must capitulate 
‘or yield unconditionally. 

‘The insurgents are working closer and 
closer towards the inner limits of Manila 
and are suffering no serious reverses. 
There has been very sharp fighting near 
Malate the last few days. Yesterday 
morning there was along period of firing 
during Which the Spaniards used mortars 
as well as field guns to shcil the insurgent 
lines, but all their firing seemed to have 
no effect. General Aguinaldo’s new head- 
quarters at Bakor suit him better than 
those at Cavite and he says that his forces 
do better when he is nearer them. 

Admiral Dewey isnot troubled any longer 
about his coal supply. A few days ago the 
ship Helen A.’ Reid of Yarmouth, Nova 
Scotia, arrived from Newcastle, New South 
Wales, with 2,610 tons of coal aboard, 
while ‘the nest day came the steatner 
Nyanca’ from the same place with ove 
5,000 tons of coal. Both aré British 














vessels.” The Admiral now has at his di 
posal over 10,000 tons of good coal and 
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need not worry about getting the supply 
in Manila. 

Cavite bay presonts a wonderfully busy 
appearance. Counting warships, _trans- 
ports, and colliers there are nearly 25 
anchored off Cavite point. “If the foreign 
fleet off Manila is included, there is more 
Yonnage than ever was before in, Manila 

ay. 

‘The Germans have been quieter of late. 
Perhaps discretion is the better’ part of 
their valour at Inst. ‘The excitement over 
the Subic incident is concluded. 

The Japanese man-of-war Nanitoa arrived 
this afternoon. The Footan leaves to- 
morrow morning early with the mail. 

The situation is quiet but full of possi- 
bilities.

Since writing the first part of my letter 
the glorious news has come of Samp- 
son's great victory off Santiago. What 
enthusiasm! What cheers! The jollifica- 
tion on the American men-of-war almost 
equalled that after the decisive combat of 
st May. As soon as Admiral Dewey had 
read his telegrams, he ordered Lieutenant 
Rees, executive officer, to call the men to 
quarters and read to them the splendid 
news. Hardly had the Lieutenant con- 
cluded reading when a cheer broke forth 
that ought to have been heard in Manila. 
Then the news was passed on to the 
‘other vessels including the transports 
and the shouts of thousands of men 
told well their feelings. I personally 
called on the Admiral to learn his 
views of the result of Santiago and 
found him surrounded by his. captains 
rejoicing over the telegrams. He was as 
much pleased 5 if it were another victory 
of his own and did nob begrudge Sampson 
avy of his honours, He comment 
the similarity of the battle off Santiago to 
that in Manila Bay in the ineffectiveness of 
Spanish Gre, the scuttling and burning of 
ships, and the small: legs of life on the 
American side. While everybody here 
agrees that the victory of Sampson was a 
great one, no one conceives that it in any- 
vay surpasses the, splendid triumph of 
Admiral Dewey on the 1st of May.

It is, of course, impossible for any one 
with any knowledge of Chinese methods of 
how not to do anything they do not want 
todo, and at the same time keep up an 
appearance of doing it, to avoid the sus- 
picion that the mistakes in the Chinese 
text of the Frontier Commission were not 
entirely accidental. At the same time it 
must also be admitted that such mistakes 
might easily occur, and that there are 
other reasons for thinking that in his 
instance, there is nothing in the matter. 
‘The names of places, rivers, hills, and such- 
like in the Kachen country vary every fow 
miles. A conspicuous peak has one name 
among the people who view it from a 
distance, but, before the traveller has ar- 
rived at the foot of it, its name has changed 
hslfwdozen times. "So, t00, a river bas 
different names among different Kachen 
villagers, and the villages themselves aro 
not very particular as to what they are 
called. “It is not surprising therefore that, 
when the Convention came to be worked 
‘out on the spot, the Chinese and English 
texts should be found to be at variance in 
the names of certain villages. The dis- 
appointing part of the business was that 
telegrams to Poking did not produce any 
answers; tho Central Government being 
apparently too busy banding round leases 
and usufructs to callers at the front door, 
to attend to summonses from the back. In 
this way Mr. Thirkell White, the British 
Commissioner, had to pass the season in 
one locality, ftom which he did not stir.

Whether it is actually true or not that 
England bas been granted the above right 
makes little difference in face of the fact 
that France has actually been given tho 
right of making a railway to Yunnanfu, so 
‘that England can claim a similar right at 
any time. What the ‘‘exclusive mining 
privileges” are, which are said to accom- 
pany the concession to France, I have not 
seen, but if there are any such they ara 
contrary to the agreement that no exclusive 
benefits shall be granted to Franco in 
Yunnan. 

‘Now that the Yangtze valloy and the 
southern provinces of China are safo from 
alienation, France will no doubt take 
advantage of her position in Tongking to 
trengthen her footing in southern China, 
and it remains to be seen whether England 
will allow her to get ahead or not. During 
the two or. three years that the viaduct 
over the Gokteik Gorge is being con- 
structed, advantage might be taken of 
the opportunity to continue the survey on 
the lines laid down by Mr. Bagley, for it 
is certain that if England does not carry 
a railway into Yunnan, France will. And 
now comes the news that the Russo- 
Chinese Bank has obtained concessions for 
carrying Russian control—whatever that 
may mean—into the Yangtze watershed, 
while a Belgian concession under French 
and Russian patronage will continue it 
to the Yangtze itself. This looks vory 
like a concerted scheme by France and 
Russia to tap the upper waters of tho 
Yangtze and the province of Szechuan 
and gain a firm footing before Eug- 
land has taken advantage of her position 
in Burma to continue a railway into China. 
It is hardly possible that over 34 lakhs of 
rupees will be spent in bridging the 
Gokteik Gorge merely for tho sake of the 
traffic that may be picked up betwoon 
there and the Salween; nor, if the lino 
is ever carried across the Salween and 
the Mekong into China will this be done 
for the sake of the trade of Yunnan. 

Tho objective of such a lino will bo

The oxisting railway, 
or rather the railway now under construc- 
tion, from Mandalay to Kunlon Ferry is, 
as has previously been pointed out, being 
carried along the only practicable route 
into’ China, and could, as the Enginéer-in- 
Chief, Mr. Bagley, has shown, be continued 
by comparatively easy route to Talifu, and 
thence, without very much difficulty, into 
the Yangtze valley itself. Recent events 
in China should bring this proposed exten- 
sion into prominence, and ensure its being 
seriously discussed in the’ near future. 
‘The Chinese Government has promised not 
to alienate the Yangtze valley, the Cus- 
toms sorvice has been extended to it, and 
the waterways have been thrown open to 
foreign vessels. All these matters must 
greatly improve the prospects of a railway 
that would tap the upper portion of the 
river ; but, besides the commercial side of 
the question, the political: importance of 
such a railway is increasing with every 
Frosh encroachment of Russia from. th 
North andFrance from the South.

mapy years the construction will take aftor 
the surveys'are completed I suppose no 
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‘oné can tell with any certainty. Mean- 
while, almost every day the paper contains 
fresh news from the indefatigable Times’ 
correspondent at Peking of some new 
demand by Russia, France, Germany, or 
Japan, all of which demands China, in 
spite of her 400,000,000 braves, is powwer- 
less to refuse. So that if the Burma 
railway into China is not to be a hopelessly 
belated undertaking, the excuse of knock- 
ing off work and deferring farther surveys 
because of the Gokteik Gorge had better 
be reconsidered. 

‘To come to more local matters, the 
Mandalay-Kunlon Railway will in its first 
stage provide us with a hill station which, 
in the absence of an easily accessible 
rival, will doubtlessly hecome a favourite 
resort in the hot weather, as soon as 
the line up the ghauts is opened. 
Maymyo will then be within three or four 
hours of Mandalay and 21 of Rangoon. It 
is not high enough for an ideal hill station 
Weing only 4,500 feet, but according to 
some doctors, this level, though less pleasant 
and exhilarating than one of 6,000 and 
upwards, is in some respects better for 

eople who come straight up out of the 
jot plains. Another advantage is that 
there is plenty of room, which is not 
usually the case with the higher stations. 

At Maymyo one can ride for miles over 
comparatively level ground, through a grass 
country interspersed with’ trees, that give 
it more the appearance of a park than a 
jungle, while the station itself is well laid 
out and provided with golf links, polo 
ground, and all that goes to make life pos- 
sible in the East. The Lieutenant-Governor 
has signified his approval of the place by 
building a house, and has spent this hot 
season there, and will not leave until the 
beginning of next month. It is hoped that 
the railway which is now completed up to 
tho foot of the hills will be opened by next 
hot weather, and if so, there is no doubt 
that a large exodus will take place from 
Rangoon, Mandalay, and other large 
stations. 
_ Owing to the arrival of the plague 
in Calcutta plague precautions are being 
taken at all the seaport towns of Burma, 
and also in this city. A good deal of sur- 
rise has beon caused by the refusal of the 
cal’ Government to impose quarantine 

upon arrivals from Calcutta, as the journey

NEW INTERNATIONAL CONDITIONS. 


We are only at the bare beginning of 
the effects of those changes upon the 
world’s affairs. At some of the Courts of 
Europe, in an indirect way, tevtative 
efforts are made to ascertain, for example, 
to what extent it may be politic to seek to 
dictate what the great Republic will 
think fit to do with the Philippines. Rus- 
sia stopped the Japanese at the moment 
when Japan had in effect made conquest of 
China. "How about stopping the United 
States at the Philippines? ‘The result of, 
starting such questions is not favourable 
to the Bowers who may interest thomealves 
in the question. The American reply is, 
in effect: You had best let us alone.

Afilk should be thoroughly boiled imme- 
diately it is received. 

Vegetables should be @ essed on a table 
kept solely for that, parp we Eeeah veget~ 
ables should be avoided unless it is known 
that they are growu clean. But fresh ve 
ables aud fruits may be rendered harml 
by being plunged into boiling water for a 
short time. 3 

Flies, Mosquitoes, etc., carry disease, 
hence fly-covers should be always used over 
cooked food. ; 

Refuse should not be allowed to accumu- 
late, and night-soil buckets should be kept 
securely closed. 

Yards and Drains should be flushed daily 
with pleaty of water. A good and cheaj 
disinfectant is Crude Jeye- Fluid, whiel 
may be added in the proportion of a tea- 
cupful to a gallon of water.

Stm,—In order to improve the telegraphic 
system: this Administration intends to luy 
two underground cables for its owa’ use and 
for the ase of the joint Cable Companies, 
and I have been instructed to lay before 
you the proposed route for your approval. 

In order’ to avoid much’ interference with 
the traffic in the streets, and protect our 
lines against the influence of an. eventual 
tramway, and also in order to avoid as much 
as possible the present underground gas 
and water eystem, we beg to propose to 
lay the cables in a trench along the foreshore 
to the Public Garden, thence along the 
main pathway of the Garden to the Bridge, 
crossing the Bridge in pipes under it, follow- 
ing the Soochow Greek foreshore to the North 
Szechuen Road bridge, crossing the creek 
under the bridge, thence along the North 
Szechuen Road fo Woochang Road and Boone 
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Road and from there along the North Honan 
Road to the boundary. 

‘The red line on enclosed sketches repre- 
sents the route we propose to take, 

$We do not in any case intend to get the 
-eables out before the end of the autumn and 
in case the proposed route is approved by

In the first “place, as I have-said, the 
avhole question of the rights’ of the.

That French ‘citizens residing 
there are subject to those’ laws may be-true 
enough, but it would be interesting to learn 
by what process of reasoning ahd by what 
right it can be claimed that either the sub- 
jects of the Emperor of China ot thesibjects 
of other Foreign “Powers, living upow 
Chinese territory, as the so-called ‘‘con- 
cession” undoubtedly is, en be held to be 
subject to French law. Does the Echo de 
Chine seriously think that the. provisions of 
the: Code de Rég mts can be enforced 
upon the large number of British and other 
landowners on the French side of the 
‘Yangkingpang in any other manner than 
by virtue of that tacit concurrence in local 
arrangements on which I lsid particular 
stress in my first letter? 

‘To come to the most important point, 
however, the Echo de Chine: continues to 
assert that the French Municipality has 
always been ready to pay the price of the 
land in igpute, and the assertion 
that the value of the property has been 
deposited in the bank for the benefit 
of the native sellers. Before the public 
judgment, now. suspended, can be pro- 
nounced upon this most important ques- 
tion, it is absolutely necessary that we 
should be informed froin some authoritative 
source in regard to the amount which has 
thus ‘been paid and the date of payment. 
It is necessary that we should know. by what 
negotiations or arbitration (in default 
of that named in the Treaties) the price has 
been settled by the French, and especially 
do we require to be told whether the pay- 
ment, of the'price arranged, into the Bank 
was made before, or after, the first sign of

‘Sir, —The correspondence which has, by 
your courtesy been published in the V.-C. 
Daily News may 1 think be held to have 
deen productive of good, if only in that it 
has led to the publication of some of the 
official documents relative to the Ningpo 
Joss-House affair. It must be extremely 
fying to everyone who takes -an 


Fiterest in this important question to be 





‘thus placed. in a position to gauge with 
certainty, so far-as.theso: local documents 
permit, the rights ‘and’ facts of .the case, 
aad especially “to -know ‘ from’ reliable 
evidence that, in the matter of payment, 
the action of the French Municipality, as 
set forth in the Secretary's letter of tho 
1st July, has been, to some extent, in 
conformity with’ the Treaty stipulations. 
Why this essential point was not mado 
clear at an earlier stage of the proceedings 
is a matter on which the French Authorities 
acted, wisely or unwisely, at their own 
discretion. 

Apart, however, from tho fact that the 
Municipality has ‘expressed its willingness 
to pay the assessed value for the land 
claimed (the Treaty says the market value), 
there is little further matter in the docu- 
ments now published which throws any 
tight, or affords any justification for the 
action of the French Consul-General in 
acceding to the absolutely untenable claims 
addressed to him in his official capacity. 
‘The extracts from the French Council's 
Minutes, and the correspondence thereto 
attached show more clearly than’ any 
words of mine, to what lengths the French 
authorities have gone in the assumption of 
rights and privileges to which neither the 
‘Treaties made by China with the Powers, 
nor the local agreement made between 
Consul Montigny and the Taotai in 1849 
ean possibly give any shadow of title. 
The French Consul-General has no ad- 
missible right to enquire into, and ad- 
judieate upon the validity of title-deeds 
eld by Chinese subjects from the Em- 
peror of China, either in the French 
Settlement or outside of its limits. Were 
such ® claim seriously advanced as a 
factor in an international dispute, the 
“*favoured nation” clause would speedily 
deprive it of any effect. What the French 
Municipality, or private individuals can 
@o, is to apply to their Consul for 
an’ arhitration in the case of land 
which it may be desired to acquire in 
the Settlements limits, leaving it to the 
proper native officials to enquire into the 
title of the native owners. The various 
powers claimed by the French since the 
comparatively recent issue of the Code 
de Réglements are entirely arbitrary, 
and contrary to the rights of nations, an 
it is almost unnecessary to add that the 
Code itself has never been officially com- 
municated to, nor accepted. by the repre- 
sentatives of those other twenty Powers 
whose’ nationals hold property in_ the 
limits of the French Settlement. It. is 
by no means unfortunate that this 
question has ‘been ‘raised as the result 
of the Ningpo’ Guild’ trouble,’ for it 
is imperatively necessary that it should 
‘be clearly understood,’ in the event of an 
extension ‘of French limits, that British- 
owned pfoperty within the extension area 
does not, and cannot, become subject to 
the laws of France by the fact of such 
‘extension being granted. This quostion 
has already been raised, under somewhat 
sitailar ‘circumstancés, at Hankow, and 
matter is one which will require definition 
of a more than local nature. 

‘As I hive alréady pointed out, the

desying the right of other Consuls.to inter- 
fere in the French Settlement? Repre- 
sentation. and jurisdiction are two very 
different things and therein lies the key to 
the whole matter. 

I need not, however, go further into 
these questions, as part of the Ningpo 
Guild question, for since the writing of 
my last letter to you, that question * 
has been placed in a very different liyht 
bycertain records which have been produced 
by the Chinese Authorities, and which 
have been duly brought to the notice of 
the. French Government's representatives 
here. I now enclose a copy of these 
records, consisting of a dispatch and an 
Agreement giving the terms of the official 
settlement between the Chinese Govern- 
ment and the French Minister at Peking, 
in the year 1878, of the claims arising out 
of the riot about the Ningpo Joss-House, 
in the year 1874, and I beg to request that 

ou will publish these together with this 
letter. 

In the face of the evidence thus brought 
tolight it is difficult to foresee any other 
solution of the whole matter than ample 
‘compensation by the French for the unfor- 
tunate course they have taken, that is to 
say, unless the days of barbarism have 
indeed returned with the new earth-hunger 
of the Western Powers in China. By the 
agreement of 1878, inter alia, an indemnity 
of Tis. 7,000 was paid by the French to 
the families of the Chinese who wore killed 
on that occasion, and it was solemnly 
agreed that the Guild should remain in un- 
disturbed possession of theit land for ever. 
‘This is no unauthorised act of M. Godeaux, 
the so called imbs 


ile, but a clear und 
definite pledge, gir 














given by one Government 
to another, and itis difficult to conceive 
how even a plea of culpable negligence can 
excuse the local French authorities for 
their action. 

The incident has been deplorable from 
the first and its results can hardly fail to 
injure the position and prestige of the 
French, and of Europeans generally in 
China, however the matter may now. 
be settled. - The action of the local 
French Authorities, has, in fact, placed 
the entire community in'a most invidious 


| position, for, while the withdrawal of 


the Fronch ¢laims will be interpreted by 
the lower class of natives as a sign of 
weakness, persistence in those claims 
would, under the circumstances, be an 
act of which no civilised nation ‘could be 
capable. 

‘a conciliatory spirit on both sides, 
coupled with a frank admission of tho 
facts, lies now the best hope of a solution 
of this unfortunate business. 

‘The importance to the Community of 
tho fssues involved must be my apology 
for the length of this letter.

‘Translation of the dispatch from the 
‘Acting French Consul-General of Shang- 
hai to Choo Taotai, dated 15th September 
1878 (17th day 7th moon of 4th year of 
Kusng Hsi). 

With reference to the native and foreign 
riot which occurred on the 18th of the 3rd 
moon of the 13th year of Tung Chih (1874) in 
consequence of the Ningpo Joss-House 
affair, the case has now been settled and 
Thave the honour to send you enclosed a 
copy of the agreement of which you will 
Kindly get a copy made and send it to the 
yamén. I trust you will also send me the 
indemnity of Tacls 37,000 agreed upon 
to pay for the house properties and 
other articles belonging to the French, 
Norwegians, and Italians, lost in the riot, 
so that I may send them on to H.E. the 
Minister at Peking for him to distribute to 
ike an end of the case. 
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This agreement is made between Choo 
‘Taotai and the Acting French Consul- 
General of Shanghai in order to settle the 
following case. 

‘On the 18th of the 3rd moon of the 13th 

* year of Tung Chih a mixed riot of natives 
‘and foreigners occurred in the French 
Settlement in consequence of a proposed 
road to be made across the cemetery of the 

Nivgpo Joss-House. In the riot seven 

Chinese were killed and house properties 

in the Settlement were destroyed. An 
investigation into the matter was held by 
the respective Governments for some length 
of time without being able to come to a 
Settlement. 

‘The Taotai has now received instructions 

» from HLE. Sung, the Viceroy of Nanking, 

and Woo, the Governor of Kiangsu, and the 
French Consul-General has also received 
instructions from the Minister at Peking to 
the effect that the case has been settled 
hrough the negotiations between the 
‘Tsungli Yamén and the French Minister at 
Peking upon the basis of friendship, slightly 
avoiding the questions of law of both 
nations. This way of settlement shall not 
however be taken by either country asa 
precedent in future. 

It is agreed that the Chinese Government 
shall pay an idemnity of Haikuan Taels 
37,000 for the house properties and all 
‘other articles belonging to the French, 
‘Norwegians, and Italians destroyed in the 
riot, and for the seven Chinese lives killed 
the French Government is willing to pay a 
compensation of Tls. 7,000. The indemnity 
and compensation shall be delivered by 
either party for the settlement of the case. 

It is hereby further agreed that the 
“cemetery aad house property of the Ningpo 
‘Joss-House shall be forever under the 
management of the members of the Ningpo 
community, free from all questions of their 
being removed. Within the premises of 
the cemetery no road or drain shall ever be 
proposed to be made nor shall house build- 
ing or planting of plants of any kind be 
ever allowed so as to protect the buried 
coffins from being injured. 

‘The French Consul-General shall instruct 
(through the Municipal Council) the Police 
to give protection to the Joss-House so that 
benevolent matters may be promoted and 
friendly relations be thereby cultivated.

Sm,—In its report of the Swimming 
Bath ‘Club's {Aquatic Sports, Sport and 
Gossip speaks regretfully of the fact that 
the art of natation is not more enthusias- 
tically followed by the rising generation of 
Shanghai. Tt appears to me that this arises 
not so much from apathy on the part of 
the younger members of the community as 
from lack of opportunity. Many of our 
lads have learned to swim, under Mr. 
Lanning’s kind guidance, in the muddy 
waters of the Whangpoo, and would doubt- 
less be only too giad in later years to 
enjoy the delights of the bath were accom- 
modation provided. Not only should 
every boy learn to swim as a matter of 
personal safety, but no better exercise for 
the hot weather can be named. Tho 
Swimming Bath Club can only accommo- 
date a limited number and the expense of 
obtaining a share is beyond the reach of 
many. Can nothing be done towards pro- 
viding a Public Swimming Bath? I have 
no hesitation in saying that were” the 
Ratepayers asked at the next annual meet- 
ing (or sooner if possible) to vote fands for 
the establishnent of a Public Swimming 
Bath, they would dosotoaiman. A site 
might easily be obtained, say for iustance 
where the Matshed Drill Hall now stands, 
and a small charge for bathing should 
produce an income sufficient to maintain 
the building and pay interest on the out- 
lay, but even should it fail to pay, none 
would grumble at the small loss occasioned 
to the community's funds when weighin; 
it against the advantages to health an 
‘enjoyment.

Sm,—It really is time that the Council 
were upand doing something with recard 
to the provision of Public: Baths 95° in 
the shade for four weeks and the delights 
of a cool swim denied to all except the 
privileged fow. 

‘The health ‘and well-being of the com- 
munity should be the leading idea in the 
minds of those who have the direction of 
the affairs of these Settlements in their 
hands, and swimming (in clean water) is 
admittedly the most healthful form of ex- 

ise known. According to the last pub- 
lished minutes the Couneil propose to 
experiment in the clothes-washing busi- 
ness. Why not go a step further and 
Afford facilities for bathing? ‘The sugges- 
tion of“ 5" in your issue of 
yesterday that the site of the existing 
mat-shed Drill Hall should be utilised for 
a Public Swimming Bath is very excellent, 
there being no more central position, and 
‘a comparatively small subvention would be 
sufficient to carry out the idea. As an 
experiment the existing mat-shed could be 
utilised, the swimming tank being con- 
structed in a substantial manner, so that 
if the financial returns were satisfactory the 
mat walls and roof could be removed and 
a building worthy of the size and woalth 
of these Settlements erected in their stead. 

‘The initial cost of such a scheme should 
not exceed Tis. 5,000 while the charge for 
interest and working expenses for 6 
months would probably be about Tis. 900 
or Tis. 35 per week or say $50. Suppos- 
ing the price of a bath to be fixed at 25 
cents then about 30 bathers a day or 200 a 
week would pay all expenses. 

‘The management should be in the hands 
of an enthusiastic committee who would, in 
addition to supervisiug the working staff, 
arrange for periodical Sports, Swimming 
and Polo matches, ete. Private individuals 
might well be trusted to form Swimming

THE LATE MR: WILLIAM

It is not very long since Mr. W. S. 
Wetmore, then the head of the firm of 
Frazar & Co., left Shanghai, and there was 
‘always hope that he—one of the:very‘old 
residents—and his charming wife’ would 
return bere; but fate has decreed other- 
wise, and the news has been received by 
telegraph by the Hongkong and Shanghat 
Bank of Mr. Wetmore's death, the 
telegram being dated the 25th instant. 

‘Mr. Wetmore came to Canton in 1848 
as a member of the firm of Wetmore & 
Co. which had been founded early in the 
thirties by his uncle, also a Mr. William S. 
Wetmore. In his “ ttecollections” pub- 
lished in our columas in 1890, Mr. Wetmore 
mentioned that: he came to Shanghai first 
in 1851, when he had been joined by 
a cousin, Mr. Wetmore Cryder, the firm 
being Wetmore, Cryder & Co. He took 
part in the Battle of Muddyflat in 1854, 
and some years ago wrote an interest- 
ing account of it for our columns. In 
1855 he paid a visit to the United States, 
returning in December, 1856, and was one 
of the victims of the poisoned bread in 
Hongkong in January, 1857.‘ Very for- 
tunately,” as Mr, Wetmore wrote, ‘the 
charge put in the bread was so heavy—there 
being enough arsenic in an ordinary’slice to 
kill three or four people—that its ‘presence 
was felt in an unmistakable way before it 
had time to get absorbed into the system, so 
that in most cases it was removed without 
much mischief being done, though several 
deaths that occurred soon after were at- 
tributed to the poisoning.” Mr. Wetmore 
returned toShanghai in 1867 in the Antelope, 
the chief officer of which was the celebrated 
General Ward, and in 1859 made a trip 
to Japan, of ‘which he has left a very 
graphic account. After some years, 
Mr. Wetmore, who had in the meantime 
narried his cousin Miss Oryder, joined 
tho firm of Frazar & Co., the firm’ of 
Wetmore, Cryder & Co. having ceased 
to exist ; ‘and of this he remained the head 
in Shanghai until his departure for home 
in November, 1895. : We may well repeat 
now what we said when he left us then: 
“He was a successful man of busitiess, 
but besides that he took a great interest in 
all the local questions of the day, and did 
excellent service on the Municipal Council, 
of which he was one of the surviving ex- 
Chairmen. He was a frequent contributor 
to our columns, aud an earnest student of 
the Currency Question, being President of 
the Eastern Bemetallic League. His in- 
vestigations into this difficult question 
have resulted in writings which have been 
eagerly studied by bimetallists all over the 
world.” Mr. & Mrs. Wetmore’s hospitali- 
ty, geniality, and kindness made them 
most valued' members of the society of 
Shanghai, and the very deepest sympathy 
willbe felt with his widow, who must feel 
her loss most acutely. Mr. Wetmore was 
about seventy-three years of age.

THE’ NEW’ METHODS’ 
EXAMINATION. 





| The Emperor has sanctioned in an Ini- 
| perial edict of'the 19th instant the new 
| methods for examining future candidates 
| for the B-A. (Chujén) and Doctor (Chin- 
| shih) degrees as recommended by Their 
| Excellencies Chang 'Chih-tung, Vicero 

| the Hukuang provinces, and Chén 

chén, Governor of Hunav. ‘The abor 
named examinations will be divided, as for- 
merly, into three series of examivations, but 
in the first series the Wénchaug essays are 
to be changed ‘into five subjects for 
essays on the ancient and modern his- 
tories of China and on the government 
and legal statutes of. the present dynasty. 
In the second series five subjects will be 
given for essays on modern politics and 
present-day state of affairs, -with special 
reference to the govermments and institu- 
tions of the countries of the five great 
Continents, and ov tho arts and sciences 
thereof. The third or last series of ex- 
aminations are to be devoted to two essays 
on subjects selected: from the Confucian 
Analects (Four Books) and one essay or 
‘commentary on some selectéd subject from 
the Five Clussics. These examinations ate 
divided in the usual way, that is to say, 
three days to be devoted to each series of 
examinations, requiring the candidates to 
remain nine days in the examination halls 
to complete their work. After the first 





allowed to leave the examination halls 
for their lodgings and not until the stand- 
ing’ of the candidates who have succeeded 
in passing the standard required of them 
has been publicly announced will they— 
that is those who have passed the standard 
—be required to re-enter the examination 
halls for the second series, and so on, 
until the result of the third series has 
been announced which authorises the suc- 
cessful men to call themselves M.A. or 
Doctor, as the case may be. Probably, 
in order to encourage the candidates, the 
number of those who shall be allowed to 
compete for the second series will be ten 
times the number usually allowed in 
former examinations, while the limit for the 
third series will be three times larger than 
those of ‘former days. With reference to 
the examinations for licentiates (Hsiutsai) 
they are to take place twice a year, before 
the Literary Chancellor; the students in the 
first or preliminary examinations to be 
practised in essay writing on history’and 
modern politics and present-day state of 
affairs throughout the world. In the 
second or final examin: 
licentiate or B.A. degre 
the above the candidates will be required 
to write an essay each on subjects culled 
from the Confucian Analects and the Five 
Classics. The Emperor heartily commends 
the above recommendations of Viceroy 
Chang and Governor Chén and commands 
the Board of Rites to inform the literati 
of the whole empire of the new order 
of examinations uired in the future. 

In a posteript to the above-noted decree 
his Majesty remarks that without doubt 
fine and beautifully executed penmanship 
is a good thing, but it is useless for 
practical purposes. Hence, in future ex- 
aminations, no weight is to be given to fine 
penmanship in essays, which in former ex- 
aminations used to go so long a way towards 
assisting candidate to gethisdegrees. But 
not to entirely throw it into disuse, promise 
is extended to those who have fine penman- 
ship that when such is required a special 
edict will be issued for an exsmination of 
fine caligraphists to fill certain posts in 
the government requiring this accomplish- 
ment. :

AN IMPORTANT PRINCIPLE. 
Pree - 

All foreigners residing at-thé open ports 
of China are interested in a proper adjust- 
ment of the ‘recent trouble on the Franch 
Concession at Shanghai. ‘The: principles 
involved apply to every foreign Concession, 
and care and foresight should ‘be observed 
before final decision. The ingenious 


OF | suggestion in Mr. Drummond's letter, 


that the subject be referred to arbitration, 
is a shot aimed at the fundamental 
right of foreigners. Whatever the griov- 
ance, real or supposed, the attempt. to 
redress it by a riot cannot be justified. 
‘The constituted authority of a Concession 
has the right to preserve order on tho 
Concession "and - oppose’ such’ force to'dis- 
order as is necessary to suppress it; such 
authority: aléo has: the- right ‘to’ rémove 
whatever threatens the sanitary: condition 
of the Concession ; to abate the threat- 
ening agency of disease as a nuisance, 
or drive’ it from the Concession by 
force. It-is* understood that the French 
Concession is under the Government of 
a French Consul-General and a French 
Municipal Council, and with'these authori- 
ties resides the exclusive right to police’ 
the Concession in the interest of order, and 
to protect the health of the residents by 
sanitary precautions. And when in the 
exercise of’ this right resistance is en- 
countered, it is legal to meet the resistance 
with force sufficient to repel it. If the 
exclusive right to govern the French 
cession at Shanghai resides with tho 
representatives of the foreign residents 
thereon, then it was within the province 
of the French Consul-General and the 
French Municipal Council to determine the 
means necessary to preserve the French 
Concession from disorder ‘and disease. It 
is not to be presumed that the French 
Consul-Generai and the French Municipal 
Council would use excessive means for 
the objects indicated; it is legal to pre- 
sume that they would not, and, :there- 
fore, when they decide ‘what’ means 
are necessary to be employed, the sug- 
gestion that the right to judye for them- 
selves should be referred to others, under- 
mines the organic structure of the French 
and other Concessions. If the subjects 
of China have been shot down for de- 
fending what they had the right to defend, 
then China can complain to France 
for redress, but the Consular and the 
Municipal authorities of a Foreign Con- 
cession may not be willing to accept others 
as arbiters of defined rights which are the 
foundation and guide in the discharge of 
their duties: : There: is no here to 
undertake to define the limits of the 
French Concession, but only to say that if 
the Joss-House is situated’ within’ such 
limits, and is a danger to the health of tho 
residents on the Concession, the French 
authorities have a perfect right to remove 
the danger, and the compensation to who- 
ever may ‘be entitled to it ought to be 
estimated and paid as is provided in simi- 
Jar cases by law. When fatal epidemics 
are annually ravaging Asiatic ‘countries, it 
should not be expected that foreigners xt 
Shanghai will submit to houses full of 
dead bodies standing in the midst:of their 
homes, breeding pestilence and a continual 
menace to the health’ of all. The customs 
and superstitions of the Chinese will be 
respected when they are not practised to 
the obvious detriment of health and‘order, 
and certainly when China concedés by 
treaty places for the residence of foreigners, 
and assents by written regulations that the 
places so conceded shall be' exclusively for 
foreigners, and Chinese shall not own pro- 
perty thereon, it is difficult to concei 
upon what grounds the French authorities 
on the French Concession at Shanghai are 
denied the right to do what China has 
agreed they may do.

THE LATTER-DAY SAINTS. 
HOW MORMONISM WAS BORN, 
Evanston, Wyoming State. 

Salt Lake City does nét bear that name 
among Mormons. It is called Zion. ‘The 
Great Salt Lake is the Desd Sea. A little 
stream goes by the natno of the Jordan. A 
knuokle of a hill is Mount Olivet.- And the. 

+ Mormons ate ot Mormons. ‘They are the 
Lattor-Day Saints. They are the Lord’s’ 
anointed, the elect. They don’t argue about 
the matter; They aro quite sure of their 
own salvation and your da-nnation. Accord- 
ingly, they are serene. 

‘they area. wondertel people.-’ They 
have gathered in Utah fromm all corners of 
the earth to await the Judgment Day. 
‘The Lord has informed them that Salt Lake 
City is His City, as Jerusalem was His 
City long times ago. When Christ judges 
the earth, His habitation will be the Temple 
that frowns over Salt Lake. It is a severe 
structure, grey, and heavily ‘buttressed 
with sturdy towers. It is. vot beautiful. 
Boing Gentiles, ‘and outside the palo, we 
were not permitted to enter, But by all 
accounts Solomon's Templo was a wash- 
house in comparison, The interior is daz- 
aling, 

‘Near the Temple is the Tabernacle. 
in rather like a whale ; indeed, very much 
Tike a whale. The roof looks just like a 
whale stranded. No desecration, however, 
was committed by our presence. We enter- 
ed with our boots on, and that was a con- 
cession. On Sunday afternoon we formed 
part ofa congregation of 5,000. At a push 
the Tabernacle will hold 12,000, “At one 
end was the great organ— the finest in 
the world, sic, every part of it-made right 
here in Salt Lake by the Saints "—and in 
front was'the famous Tabernacle’ choir, 
300 singors, 200 of them pretty Mormon 
maidens, given to finery, for their 200 hats 
or bonnets—the mere man never knows 
the difference between the two—resembled 
in hues a tulip bed, aud they were sucking 
‘candy and fanning themstlves with chants; 
the men were ordinary men, ‘rathér uin- 
comfortable in high starched collars. 

Rauged in: tiers on rostruths- were a 
dozen elderly’ gentlemen, three on each 
tier. On a table in front of each 
trio was a jug, ‘white, and as large’ as a 
washhand ower: This containéd water to 
refresh The Twelve. The- sermon was 

reached by Bishop ‘Whitney. He is a 

ig, florid man. He is growing’ bald, but 
the defect‘ is hidden by hair’ carefully 
plastered from’the left ear over the crown, 
till it mesté the right eat:: He has a large 
voice, and for a whole hour—it was a stuffy 
summer Sunday afternoon—he perspired 
freely and talked platitudes. The interest- 
ing point thrown at the Gentiles is that the 
world is now under a third dispensation. 
‘The first dispensation was that of Moses, the 
second that.of Jesus Christ, the third-that 
of Joe Smith. é Smith was a marvellous 
man, We had: heard ‘his name ° vaguely 
before. But never till that Sunday did: 
wo realise. how hopelessly we-had -beon 
gtoping in. the dark. His name "might 






































have"besn' John, ‘James;" or Bill Smith, 
and ie would have known no better. But 
his name was Joseph, the- lineal des- 
cendant of Joseph who wore the mol 
coloured coat; and-was a past-master in 
giving ‘brotherly advice. ‘That we learnt 
from Bishop Whitney at: the Mormon 
‘Tabrroacle service that drowsy afternoon. 
‘There ‘was no collection. 

Reading biographies of-'Saints, Latter 
Day or Early-Time, and skimming through 
discourses delivered by prophets,’ is not 
tlie light reading of an average cyelis: 
over an after-dinner cigar. But one of us 
takes credit that he did so that Sunday 
night ; his appetite “for sermons was so 
ravenous, he devoured a score on the 
Monday ; Monday night was devatel to 
the study of “ reformed’ Egyptian hierogly- 

jes ;” and Tuesday’ saw him growing 
pale and thin poring over the life history 
of Joe Smith, the Grst of the Latter-Day 
8: the founder of Mormonism, ‘the 
propounder of polygamy, “the sacred 
martyr.” 

‘The Gentile eyclist—most liberal-minded 
of men and respecter of religiois opiriions— 
actually found himself gatgling with laugl 
ter. His companions declare he read the 
sermons and: stu@ed prophecy; not. be- 
cause he was one whit dovout-minded, 
but simply because hé got fun out of them. 

‘There is a doubt whether Joe Smith

‘The Judesn theory is that his father hed 
& hooked nose. ‘The mother, hor 
earned a livelihood by thieving petticunts 
off clothes-lines and telling fortunes. It 
is alleged by the wicked that in his young 
days he was much addicted to pilfering 
chickens, Then he ‘displyed strange 
He became a peeper, a seer, 
diviner. He had visions. He conlt di 
cover stolen poperty. He knew where hi 
den tressure lay in great irou chests under 
barley-fields, With mystic rites -he led 
country folks in their socks across the 
damp grass. ‘There was religious silence 
illions of money wop!d have been di-co- 
vered time and time again had not some 
fool of a country bampkin spoken. That 
broke the spell, nd the treasure was never 
found. But that wasn’t Joe Smith's fault. 
His reputation spread.” As it wa: 
his'mother told him that before his birth 
an angel informed her he was to be 
a prophet. So he turned prophet. On 
April 6th, 1830, nt Fayette, near New 
York, he laid ‘before six. followers the 
Book’ of Mormon:'- It" was’ a revela- 
tion thst had come direct from Ht 
ven’ through the prophet Mormon. Six 
hundred years béfore Christ thedescendants 
of the tribe of Joseph came as colonists from 
Palestine across the Bering Straits 10 
America, They became two great nati 
the'Nephites and Lamanites. ‘The Nephites 
were cultivated ; they could read the Sun- 
day papers. The Lamanites were bar- 
barbus; they wore the progenitors of the 
Red Indians. ‘The Nephites were favoured 
of the Lord ; -angels called upon them ; 
inspired prophets dropped in frequently to 
discuss the Monroe doctrine. . Tae greatest 
of these prophets was Mormon. With a 
nail he wrote on- golden plates the history 
of God’s dealings with his forefathers. 
‘They were entrusted-to his son Moroni. 
For long hundreds of years they lay un- 
noticed. In September, 1827, however, 
an singel fluttered into the presence of Joe 
Smith and told him the secret. Joe went 
t» the spot indicated, dug ‘a hole, and 
found a box. That box contained the 
golden plates, together with the Urim 
and! Thumnmim, which was ‘“a_ curious 
instrument, which consisted of two trans- 
parent stones set ia the rim of a box, 
fastened toa breast-plate.” With the usa 
of these celestial goggles, Smith became 
an inspired translator, and read the record 
on the plates, which was in “ Reformed 
Egyptian hieroglyphics.” Joo didn’t read 
the‘ plates exactly.in the presence of 
people.

‘He'stood behind’ a sheet ‘arid then” trans 
lated fluently." So*the “Book “of Mormon 
was given to the world, and the Latte. 
Day Saints hold it as much io” veneration 
asa Calvi does! the Old Testament. 
Doubt its literal accuracy, and’ most 
assuredly’ you'are danined to eternity. 

_The wicked, doubting, unbelieving Gen- 
tiles began to investigate. The plates, in- 
stead of gold, were of brass. ‘The ‘reforined 
Egyptian hieroglyphics” were’a clumsy 
frsud. ‘They were all kinds of crooked 
figures with Greek and Hebrew letiers, 
crosses, und flourishes—the whole thing 
palpably Jone by an ignorant man. Bat, 
thes, what about the Bool: of Mormon? Tt 
was written by the Reverend Solomon 
Spalding, wha, being. fond of  histori- 
cal study and archeology, wente it as 
a rowance, embodying tho’ theory’ that 
America was peopled by a colony of 
ancient Israelites. He'was nover able to 
get it printed, but dozenx of people reak 
it'in manuscript. No doubt it was stolen 
by “a backsliding clergyman of the Baptist 
persuasion ” called Sidney ‘Rigdon, and he 
remodelled it into' the Book of ‘Mormon 
for Smith’s use. So when''Joseph, the 
Latter-Day Ssint, was standing behind a 
sheet preteniling to read the “ reforméd 
Egyptian hie roxlyphics,” he was ‘really 
quoting from Spalding’s novel. 

But hint this to a Mormon, and he 
looks upon you as a. wan without faith, 
sceptical and ungodly. 

The Book of Mormon was swallowed, 
nevertheless, hocus-poes, by thousands. 
Mormonism spread like a wave, and great 
was Joseph the Prophet. 

At Kinderhook, Dinois, on tho 23rd of 
April, 1843, there were unearthed six plates 
of brass, of a bell shape, entirely covered 
with strange characters, and near by were 
a few burnt bones. Learned mon could 
say nothing about the scraps of bones. As 
to the characters on the bell-shaped plates, 
neither head nor tail could be made of them. 
Then came along Joo Smith. Tho few 
bones heconverted into theskeleton of a man 
who must have stood nine feet high. By 
the grace of God” he was ablo to read the 
mystifying characters. "*T havo translated: 
a portion of them, and find they contain 
the history of the ‘person with whom they 
were found. . He wasn descondant of fam, 
through the loins of Pharaoh, King of 
Egypt, »nd that he received his kingdom 
from the Ruler of Heaven and Earth !” 

Oh, Munchausen-Smith ! One of the - 
finders of these plates, Mr. Falgate, swore 
that, along with a friend, he manufactured. 
ith’ beeswax and acid, 
asa practical joke on the Mormon elders. 
Tt was trap, and the préphet fell headlong 
into it. But the wave of Mormonism still 
spreads over the land. 

On July 3rd, 1835, there camo to Kitk- 
Jand—where the “Kingdom” was esta- 
blished—a man named Michsel H. Chan. 
dier, exhibiting four Egyptian’ mummies, 
also soine Egyptian papyrus, and the foo of 
admission to an enlightened public was 25: 
contsahend.: Glorious visit of the mummy" 
exhibitor! “Writes Joseph the prophet in 
the Mlennial Star (Vok. x¥, pp. 296-7) 
“Some of the Saints putchased the 
mummies and papyra+, and I, with: 
W. W. Phelps and ©. Cowdery as 
scribes, commenced the translation of some 
of the ‘characters or hieroglyphics, and 
much to our joy found that ono of the rolls:

Often we ran to the snow-fed rivulets and 
plunged our wrists into the icy waer.

ROUGH WEATHER FROM HAIL, RAIN, 
AND SNOW. 


ACCIDENT TO ME. FRASER. 
Cheyeune, Capital of Wyoming State. 
We had now a long three-hundred-mile 

climb to the summit of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. We kept to the railway track, for 
the jon would be gradual, and we 
could wheel all the way. In return for the 
uphill pull we had the anticipation of 
grand, imposing scenery, towering, terrific 
rocks, and fearful precipices. 

But in this we weredisappointed. What- 
ever impressiveness the Rockies may pre- 
nt in Colorado, there was nut an atom of 
it through Wyoming. The Union Pacific 
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Railway describes’ it’ as,“ the world’s pic- 
torial route”—a statement, however, not 
quite as true as most advertisements. In- 
deed, the Rockies as they: stretch through 
Wyoming are no-hing more than a 
rising upland of tuimbled — sandhills, 
a wilderness. of low  hillocks, cover- 
ed with vegetation stunted and dead, 
here and there dips of morass, with 
now and then a shoulder of volcanic-heaved, 
drab-clay bill, starting abruptly from the 
plain. So gentle was the elevation, we 
could luve passed over the Rocky Moun- 
tains unknowingly but for our maps ‘and 
what people told us. Even when our 
altitude was over 8,000 feet we might have 
been on » low-lying prairie for all the 
physical indications there were, You get 
ten times better scenery in an afternoon's 
spin in Surrey, round by Box. Hill and 
Leith Hill, than you ge in a fortnight 
among these lauded mountains, 

During the time we were crossing, rain 
and hail, and sleet and snow coutiauou-ly 

estered us, Rain set in an hour or two 

hind noon. It broke towards nightfall, 
but during the night there were tempestu- 
ous showers again. : 

Getting downright weary of monot»nous 
jolting over the railway sleepers wo often 
took in sheer desperation to the muddy 
waggon track, that could usually be found 
a hundred yards or so from the line. 
Frequently the bicycles had to be pitched 
over a barbed wire fence—a curse on all 
barbed wire #s a villainous traror of 
knickerbockers!—andmuddy, slimy streams 
to be jumped, and, not infrequently, fallen 
into,“ Most of the time a howling gule 
tore from the west. 

One day the wind was screaming furiously, 
and we wheeled on the edge of a high- 
perched railway bank, ran through a 
suow-shed, standing black and begeimed in 
a scvoped-out hollow, bore off to theleft, 
and exposed ourselves broadside to ti 
storm. It was hard to keep a balan 
But the greatest danger was. tr 
was the duty of the man riding third to 
keep his eyes at the back of his head. ‘The 
cars, however, advancing silently and 
swiftly, often gained on us unawares, If the 
wind was down, the telephonic ring on the 
rails warned us. But when a storm was 
raging, there would be the sudden, shrill 
shriek of the engine whistle, ‘There was 
simultaneous dismounting. and the tossing 
of bicycles upon the bank; not a moment 
too soon, and the train rushed by with 
a thunderous roar. 

Tt was a bleak region. At night we 
generally managed to find « little inn— 
and wherever there were three houses, 
called a town, one was sure to be an inn 
and another to bea drinking saloon—at 
other times we persuaded the people at 
the little section houses, that were every 
seven or ten miles along the line, to put us 
up, and once we found rough accommuda- 
rtionin a hay-loft. 

A curious study were theso rough, oxst- 
away section hands—American, ‘ogliah, 
Trish, Swede, Italian, »nd German, We 
curled ourselves up on the flour of a lean-to 
shanty belonging to a Teuton, a sal‘ow- 
skinned, black-bearded, kindly-natured old 
fellow, delighted to meet someone who had 
been to his beloved Munich. He sat with 
his shirt-collar loose and his arms bate ; 
his feet were stuck on the stove, and in his 
mouth was acutty pipe. He sighed to go 
back to Germany, and at the end of a two- 
minutes’ reverie he hummed an old Rhine- 
land song. 

‘There were two other section hinds in 
the shanty, a silent, melancholy Irishman, 
who left Cork forty-three years ago, and a 
long, de'il-may-care "Frisco man, who bad, 
only been working on the-line a fortnight. 
He swore fluently, chewed tobacco vehe: 
mently, lied picturesquely: He had beon 
mixed up in much janism, and knew no 
shame. . 

The rain pattered dismally on the 
shanty. The Irishman was [ying on the 
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floor, his hands clasped hehind 
and his eyes were fixed on the ceiling with 
asad look, He was singing There's a 
Little Green Isle. The lanky "Frisco man 
whistled, Then he broke ou 
‘A capital ship for an ocean tri 
Was the Waloping Window Blnd— 
‘No wind that biew 
Dismayed her crew 
Or troubled the cuptain’s mind. 
‘The man at the wheel 
Was mude to fee! 
Contempt for the winds that blow— 
Oh! ho! 











But it often appeared, 
When the storm had cleared,

They wero all boasting of 
prowess with tho shears, and how many 
shoop passed through their hands in a day. 
One man claimed that he sheared two 
hundred in twelve hours, and he was 
earning ten dollars a day. 

We risked a short cut by climbing over 
the hump of a hill. With nasty, awkwa 
plunges through chalky hollows, we whirled 
into the town of Green River that lies in 
the shadow of curi»us hill-formations, great 
masses of red earth standing on white 
cliffs, precipitous-sided, that rose sheer 
fron’ the level. They were like fortresses.

‘The Eastern squadron, formed to carry 
the war to the Spanish peninsula and force 
the Dons to sue for peace, is composed of 
nine vessels: Flagship Newark, protected 
cruiser ; the Oregon and Iowa, battleships ; 
the, Yankee, Dizie and Yosemite, auxiliary 
cruisers; and Seindia, Abarenda and Ale- 
zander, colliers. ‘The list of warships and 
accompanying ships is as follows :—

The Carlos V is of 9,090 tons; with a 
speed.of nineteen knots: : She has twenty- 














eight guns, the largest being 11-inch Hon- 
torias, worked electrically, one forward and 
one aft. She has also six torpedo tubes. 

‘The Auda: and Osada are torpedo-boat 
destroyers, finished in England just before 
the war began. They are of 400 tons each 
and are thirty-knot boats. Each carries six 
guns and two torpedo tubes. 

The Buenos Ayres belongs to the Trans- 
atlantic Company of Cadiz, and has been 
transformed into a cruiser. She is 5,200 
tons and has a fourteen knots’ speed. 

‘The Proserpina, Patriota, and Rapido 
are North-German Lloyd steamers recently 
armed. - 

‘The Colon, C. de Venadito, and San Fran- 
cisco are armoured cruisers. 

Tt is apparent from this that the main 
reliance of the fleet is on the battleshi 
Pelayo, the armoured cruiser Carlos V, 
and the two torpedo-boat destroyers Auda: 
and Osada, “The others are auxiliary

FIRE IN BOMBAY HARBOUR. 
+ 
THE 8.8. “GANGES" A WRECK. 
‘THE STEWARDESS BUBNT 10 DEATH. 

The s.s. China, one of the most splendid 
vessels in the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Company's magnificent 
fleet of syouera liners, is lying ashore off 
the rocky coast of Perim, with only a 
shadowy prospect of salving her, and she 
represents to the premict Shipping Cor- 
poration, potential loss of nearly a 
arter of a million sterling, Yesterday 
the P. & O. Company sustained another 
severe loss, for the 8.8. Ganges, which has 
for some time been running between Bom- 
bay and Aden with mails, took fire whilst 
‘at her moorings in the harbour, the flames 
pread with incredible rapidity unvil the 
whole ship was ablaze, and ultimately the 
liner had to be beached at Green Island, 
where the fire continued to smoulder unti) 
late in the evening. From a trim and 
stately ship the Ganges was in a few hours 
converted into a misshapen mass’ of old 
i Amidships she is completely gutted, 
tho stout plates forming her hull are bent 
and twisted by the intense heat, and the 
lighter portions of her engines are distorted 
in a fantastic manner. In fact she is little 
more than a wreck, and no hopes are enter- 
tained that she can again be made fit for 
service. One lamentable circumstance dif- 
ferentiates the disaster which has Iaid tho 
Ganges upon the mud in Bombay Harbour 
from that which was responsible for 
the stranding of the China, In the latter 
instance, although the big ship carried 
full complement of passengers and crew, 
Sir Thomas Sutherland was able to say, 
with ‘some pride, there was no loss of 
human life ; yesterday the stewardess of 
the Ganges’ was burnt to death in her 
cabin, and a few charred bones alone 
remained to belie the hope that she had 
slept on shore and not.on the ship. 

8.8. Ganges was not due to sail from 
Bombay until Saturday, the 9th of July, 
‘and she was lying at anchor in the stream 
near the *C" Buoy. She was carrying no 
cargo, and was under the charge of Mfr. A. 
Lee, the chief officer, the commander being 
Mr. T. F. , one of the most trusted 
officers in the Company’s service, besides 
whom there were on rd Mr. J. 
MacBarnett, Mr. A. Mr. E. 
Hecker, and Mr. R. Bohn, junior officers ; 
the chief engineer, Mr, P. MacPhail ; four 
engineers, the stewardess, and a crew of a 
hundred and seventyEuropeans and natives. 
A little after half-past two-o'clock in the 
morning Quartermaster Holmes, who was 
on duty on deck at the time, noticed an 
odour as of something burning, and saw a 
thin stream of smoke issuing from the 
companion, and at once aroused the chief 
officer. who was asleep inthe music room. 
Almost instantaneously the fire, which 
must have been ‘smouldering below, burst 
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into a fierce blaze, -and everyone -on. the 
ship was soon alive to the perils of the posi- 
tion, Mr. Lee -at once had-the pumps got 
to’ work, and a ‘determined ‘attempt was 
made to get the lames under control. It was 
evident, however, that either the fire had 
ted in some peculiarly combustible 
material, or had obtained a secure footing 
before its presence was discovered, for, 
despite all ‘efforts to drown it, it spread at

ets; 27 detonators, 44 blue lights, 350

‘The. final :decision to quit 
the ship was not:.taken until: the. fire had. 
burst through the. main. deck and attacked. 
the captain's cabin and deck-house. There 
were a number: of craft-of various descrip- 
tions at hand, and,Captain Mathews, know- 
ing. that the. ship's boats could not: be 
Jsunched, had ordered all the tonies lying 
near the Ballard Pier to the vicinity of the 
burning steamer, so thero was no great dif- 
ficulty in effecting a: debarkation, although

A closer in- 
spection, however, .shows that .this..onco 
stout and comfortable boat, .which after 
her sixteen years’ service was trim, smart 
and kept ‘Bristol fashion,” like all the 
Company's steamers, is » sad wreck. .A

feck, .and forecastle..have. gone, and of 
everything  combustible., nothing .remains 
but.a charred mass, and all the metal work, 
except the very heaviest pieces, is bent 
twisted, and distorted.

It: is impossible ,ati this early. stage, to 
make. a reliable, estimate. of the damage, 
but as .there is little. or..no. prospect of 
making the vessel seaworthy,again, it, may 
be, put down at between twenty-and , thirty 
thousand, pounds sterling. Tho. 
built at Moron, County Lanark, ‘in 1882, 
and, was registered on 5th February of that 
‘year with a net tonnage of 2,110, andagross 
tonnage. of: 4,168. She is: 390 feet long 
with a breadth of 42 feet and a depth 
of 24 feet. She arrived in Bombay from 
Aden on 24th June, with the English 
mails of 10th June ex the s.s.. India, 
and took, up, her anchorage. at. the Com- 
pany’s “0” Buoy. In the evening Mr. 
[. M.. Shields, Superintendent of the P. 
and O.. Company, held an inquiry at the 
Mazagon..yard into the circumstances con- 
pee with the outbreak on behalf of the 
Company. It is impossible at the present 
stage to say to what cause the fire must. be 
attributed, and the destruction. wrought is 
so extensive that it cannot even be known 
where the fire originated. The occurrence 
will’ cause -no -interruption of the. mail 
service, and the vacancy on the 9th of July 
will be filled by the .s. Clyde.—Times 
of India, 2nd July.

The Santa Cruz group has seven large 
islands, Vanikoro, Santa Cruz, Guerta, 
Peval, Tapons, Lord Howe, and Voleano, 
besides several smaller ones to the north 
and north-east of Volcano. Island. The 
Duff, or Wilson, group consists of eleven 
islands. Santa Cruz, the principal island of 
the group taking that name, is about 15 or 
16mileslong. The other places—Vanikoro, 
Tapona, Nitendi, and Matema—are of less 
importance. The principal of the Duff 
Islands is but six miles in circumference.

Our last “printed” Tea market advices were under date 18th instant. 


From Hankow we learn that the second crop has reached a total of 130,700 half-chests, against 65,000 half-chests 
last season again showing the wonderful elasticity of the quantity which can be brought to market as. soon as prices 
reach a paying level. The third crop was expected to be short owing to drought, but with Shuntaams at Tis. 103{ @ 11 
and Nipcasze’s at Tis. 13 a picul every available leaf will probably be packed for Foreign use, until the. market weakens. 
The demand is almost entirely Russian. 


Brack Tes.—Teas which have attracted most attention are the 2nd crop Keemuns, the bulk of which have been 
securéd by one buyer. Prices range from Tis. 2234 to Tis. 26 a picul, but they are exceptionally good this year. A fair 
number of Ningchows have also been placed. It is worthy of remark that no Teas are on offer under Taels 1734 a picul. 
‘The business doing is not as large as might have been expected after receipt of news of a favorable reception of the first 
cargoes in England and America, but this is accounted for by the profits being chiefly confined to fine Teas which are not 
now procurable.

Green, Teas.—There is a general desinclination to do business both on the part of native Teamen and foreign 
buyers. 

Pingsueys.—Natives do not like to face the loss which present offers would entail and hope for a better demand 
when stocks in the United States are getting so low that duty paid Tea must be used. Foreigners see very little 
prospect in the near future of any material advance in the Home markets and prefer to wait. The buyer is usually king, 
but thé seller is making a bold fight for it, and feels just confidence in the quality of the article he has to sell. A 
cautionary telegram has been received about common lines “not being up to standard.” If any shipments yet made this 
season are rejected it will prove conclusively how impossible it is to admit or reject ‘Teas by standard without gross 
injustice. No purer Teas have ever been shipped from China and to reject any of them would be an injury and a wrong. 
We hope no such a misuse of power will occur. 


AMoyunes.—A few small chops have arrived, but we prefer not to offer any opinion of the crop from these. 


Tienkais—Considerable quantities from these districts have been detained for want of water in the waterways, 
but they are coming to hand now ; they appear to be fully up to last year’s yield in‘quality and the quantity of first pack. 
‘Teas will be fully as large. Present prices are Ts. 3 to 4 under last year’s opening rates, but there is not much doing ; 
teamen refuse most offers, but with considerably lower prices ruling up Country we expect the firmness will not continue 
long. A well known chop “Wing Kee” was split up the other day and it was very instructive to see the prices each line 
fetched. 


Fychows.—Are not in favour on account of the smoky flavor and their unattractive appearance. ‘Tis. 17 has 
been recorded for a chop, and this shows a drop of 34 to 1 tael from opening rates. 


Local Packs and Wenchows continue to be forced off, but we doubt if the decline in price is not fully counter- 
balanced by the fall in quality.
